^ Creating sewer districts. 

§ I. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that the follow- 
ing sewer districts are hereby made and constituted: 

Sewer district No. 1. (Cedar street sewer district.) All that 
part of Manistee city bounded as follows: On the north by 
Manistee river; west by Tamarack street; south by Eighth 
street; on the east by a line commencing at the river; 
thence south along center of Spruce street to Sixth street; 
thence east 10 rods; thence south to Seventh street; thence 
^ west to Canfield's addition; thence south to Eighth street. 

^ * Sewer district No. 2. (Pine street sewer district.) Com- 

y mencing at the northwest corner of lot No. 1, block 2, of Filer 

& Tyson's addition, running thence south to First street; 
thence southerly to northwest comer of lot 1, block 11, of said 
addition; thence south to Second street; thence southerly to 
northwest comer of lot 1, block '8, of M. S. Tyson & Co.'s addi- 
tion; thence south to alley midway between Fourth and Fifth 
streets; thence west to Pine street; thence south to Fifth 
street; thence south along a line parallel with and eight rods 
east of Pine street; thence south along a line parallel with 
and eight rods east of Pine street as located on Robinson's 
addition 750 feet to northwest corner of lot No. 5, block 2, of 
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said Robinson's addition; thence west 330 feet; thence north- 
erly along east line of sewer district No. 1 to river; thence 
easterly to place of beginning. 

Sewer district No. 3. (Oak street sewer district.) Com- 
mencing at northwest corner of lot 1, block 2, of Filer & 
Tyson's addition, running thence southerly along east line of 
sewer district No. 2 to alley midway between Fourth and 
Fifth streets; thence easterly to southeast corner of lot 6, 
block 19, of M. S. Tyson & Co.'s addition ; thence north to 
Second street; thence northerly to southeast comer of lot 5, 
block 12, of Filer & Tyson's addition; thence north to Water 
street; thence east to northwest corner of lot 1, block 7, of 
said addition; thence northerly to southeast corner of lot 17, 
D. L. Filer's subdivision of block 6 of Filer & Tyson's addi- 
tion; thence northerly along east line of said lot 17 and lot 
10 of said block to River street; thence northerly along east 
line of lot 4, black 1, of Filer & Tyson's addition to the river; 
thence westerly to place of beginning. 

Sewer district No. 4. (Magpie street sewer district.) 
Bounded on north by Manistee river; west by sewer districts 
Nos. 2 and 3; south by Sixth street feast by line commencing 
165 feet east and 297 feet south of center intersection of 
Maple and Fifth streets, running thence north to First street; 
thence northerly along center line of block 6 of Wi I lard's 
subdivision to point 140 feet north of said subdivision; thence 
west 20 feet to southeast comer of lot 1, block 3, of Green's 
addition; thence north to south line of block 1 of said addi- 
tion; thence northerly to southeast comer of lot 5 of said 
block 1; thence northerly to River street; thence east to 
Poplar street; thence northerly .along east line of lot 7 of 
Green and Milmoe's addition to the river. 

Sewer district No. 5. (Greenbush sewer district.) Bounded 
on the north by river; west by sewer district No. 4; south 
by alley midway between Second and Third streets; east by 
line commencing at southeast corner of lot 4 of block 5 of 
M. S. Tyson & Co.'s addition; running thence north to north- 
east corner of lot 12, block 13, of Filer & Smith's addition; 
thence east 243 feet; thence north to south line of block 7 of 
Green's addition; thence east 66 feet; thence north to north- 
east corner of lot 7 of said block; thence southwesterly 210 
feet to southwest corner of lot 22, thence northerly to River 
street; thence northwesterly along east line of lot 28, of Green 
& Milmoe's addition, to river. 

Sewer district No. • 6. (Division street sewer district.) 
Bounded on north .by river; west by sewer district No. 5; 
thence commencing at southeast corner of lot 4, block 5, of 
M. S. Tyson & Co.'s addition, running thence east to Cypress 
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street; thence north to south line of Second street; thence 
east to Haines addition; thence north to First street; thence 
northwesterly to southeast corner of lot 11, block 15, of 
Filer & Smith's addition; thence north to Filer street; thence 
northwesterly to southeast corner of lot 11, block 8, of said 
addition; thence northwesterly parallel with Smith street to 
River street; thence northwesterly to Cailiff's east line to 
river. 

Sewer district No. 7. (Smith street sewer district.) Bound- 
ed on north by river; west by sewer district No. 6; thence 
commencing at a point on west line of Haines' addition 319 
feet south of First street, thence east 330 feet ; thence north 
to First street; thence east to Manistee lake; thence north- 
westerly along the shore of said lake to northeast angle of 
Hancock and Hill streets; thenc^ southwesterly to southeast 
corner of lot 3, block 9, of Filer & Smith's addition; thence 
northwesterly on a line parallel with Smith street to River 
street; thence northwesterly to southeast corner of lot 4, 
block 1, of said addition; thence northeasterly along center 
line of block 1 to Mason street; thence northwesterly along 
east line of lot 4 of Tyson & Co.'s new addition to Manistee 
river. 

Sewer district No. 8. (Fifth street sewer district.) Bounded 
on east by Manistee lake; north by sewer districts Nos. 5, 6 
and 7; west ^ by sewer district No. 4; thence commencing at 
southeast corner of sewer district No. 4, running thence east 
to Cyprus street; thence southwesterly to northwest corner 
of Hart & Cutcheon's addition; thence east to Davis addition; 
thence north to point 66 feet south of Fifth street; thence 
east to Davis street; thence easterly along a line parallel with 
and 62^ feet south of Fifth street to Manistee lake. 

Sewer district No. 9. (Freeland's a;ddition.) Bounded on 
north by district No. 8; west by Cypress street; south by sec- 
tion line south boundary ctf Freeland; east by Maniste6 lake, 

§ 2. Sec. 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent with the foregoing are hereby repealed. 

This ordinance shall take immediate effect.

Creating sewer districts in the first, fourth and fifth wards. 

The City of Manistee ordains, that the following sewer 
districts be, and the same are hereby made and constituted, 
as follows to wit:

§ 3. Sec. 1. Sewer district No. 10. Bounded on the north 
by section line between sections 12 and 13, town 21 north, 
range 17 west; east by Manistee lake; south and west by 
city limits. ^ 

§ 4. Sec. 2. Sewer district No. 11. Commencing at a point 
on meandered line on north side of Manistee river, 195 feet 
west of the east line of section 11, town 21 north, range 17 
west; and running thence north to a point which is 133 feet 
south from the northerly line of said section 11; thence west 
parallel with the northerly line of said section 11, 55 feet; 
thence northerly to the southwest corner of lot 5, block 3 of 
Ramsdell & Benedict'^ north addition to the City of Manistee; 
thence easterly to the southeast corner of said lot No. 5; 
thence northerly to the southeast corner of lot No. 5 of block 
1 of said addition; thence e^terly to the southeast corner of 
lot 4, block No. 1, of said addition; thence northerly to the 
southwest corner of lot 1, block 1, of Duffy's addition; thence 
easterly to the southeast corner of said lot 1; thence north- 
erly along the westerly line of Washington street to the north- 
east corner of lot 17, block 2, of Duffy's addition; tbence 
westerly to the northwest corner of said lot 17; thence north- 
erly to a point 339 feet north of northwest corner of lot 1, 
block 2, of Duffy's addition; thence east to the southwest 
corner of block ,2 of Engelman's addition; thence north 120 
feet; thence east to Manistee lake; thence southerly and 
westerly along west shore of said lake and north side of 
Manistee river to place of beginning. 

§ 5. Sec. 3. Sewer district No. 12. All that part of 
Manistee City bounded on the south by sewer district No. 11 J 
on the north by city limits; on the east by Manistee lake, and 
on the west by west line of section No. 1 of town 21 north, 
range 17 west. 

§ 6. Sec. 4.. Sewer district No. 13. Commencing at a point 
on meandered line on north side of Manistee river 195 feet 
west of the east line of section 11, town 21 north, range 
17 west; and running thence north to a point which is 133 
feet south from the northerly line of said section 11; thence 
west parallel with the northerly line of said section 11, 55 
feet; thence northerly to the southwest corner of lot No. 5, 
of block No. 3, of Ramsdell & Benedict's north addition to 
the City of Manistee; thence easterly to the southeast corner 
of said lot No. 5; thence northerly to the southeast corner of 
lot No. 5 of block No. 1 of said addition; thence easterly to 
the southeast corner of lot No. 4 of block No. 1 of siaid addi- 
tion; thence northerly to the southwest corner of lot No. 1 
6f block No. 1 of Duffy's addition; thence easterly to the 
southeast corner of said lot No. 1; thence northerly along the

westerly line of Washington street to the northeast corner 
of lot No. 17, block No. 2, of Duffy's addition; thence westerly 
to the northwest corner of said lot No. 17; thence northerly 
to the northeast corner of lot No. 6 of block No. 2 of Duffy's 
addition; thence westerly along the northerly line of said lot 
No. 6 and extension thereof to the center line of Duffy street; 
thence southerly along the center line of Duffy street to the 
point 6f intersection of said center line with the southerly line 
of Grove street extended; thence westerly along the southerly 
line of Grove street to the northwest corner of lot No. 5 of 
block No. 3 of Duffy's addition; thence southerly to the south- 
west corner of said lot No. 5, block No. 3, Duffy's addition; 
thence westerly along the center line of said block No. 3 and 
extension thereof for a distance of 370 feet; thence southerly 
and parallel with the westerly line of Duffy's addition a dis- 
tance of 250 feet to the northwest corner of land now owned 
by Emelia Ebel; thence westerly parallel with Hughes street 
and 180 feet therefrom to a point in the easterly line of lot 
No. 2 of block No. 1 of King's addition, said point being 180 
feet north froni the north line of Hughes street; thence south- 
erly to the northeast corner of lot No. 1 of block No. 1 of 
King's addition; thence westerly to the nbrthwest corner of

northwest corner of lot No. 19 of block "C" of .Thorp's addi- 
tion; thence southerly to the southwest corner of lot No. 1, 
block "H", of Thorp's addition; thence easterly to the south- 
east corner of lot No. 3 of block "I" of Thorp's addition; 
thence southerly along the westerly line of lot No. 13 of said 
block "I" and extension thereof to the center line of Fourth 
avenue; thence easterly along the center line of Fourth ave- 
nue a distance of 73 feet; thence southerly running along the 
westerly lines of lots Nos. 1 and 14 of block No. 2 of S. W. 
Fowler's addition and extension thereof to the center line 
of Fifth avenue; thence easterly along the center line of 
Fifth avenue a distance of 64 feet; thence southerly along the 
easterly line of lot No. 1 of block No. 1 of S. W. Fowler's 
addition to the southeast comer of said lot No. 1; thence 
westerly along the southerly line of S. W. Fowler's addition 
to the southwest corner of lot No. 7 of block No. 1 of said 
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addition; thence southerly in a line which is an extension of 
the westerly line of said S. W. Fowler's addition to the 
meandered line of Manistee river; thence easterly along the 
meandered line to the place of beginning. 

§ ^. Sec. 5. Sewer district No. 14. All that part of Manis- 
tee City bounded on the south by Manistee river; on the 
west by Lake Michigan; on the north by city limits; on the 
east by the sewer districts Nos. 11, 12 and 13. 

§ 8. Sec. 6. All ordinances inconsistent with the foregoing 
are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Creating street districts in the City of Manistee. 

The City of Manistee ordains as follows: 

§ 9. Sec. 1. There shall be created and established within 
the City of Manistee seven street districts; the number and 
boundary of each of said districts shall correspond and be 
co-extensive with the respective wards in said city as now 
constituted. And in case of the creation of any new wards 
in said city, the same shall constitute and become a street 
district, so that each ward in said city shall constitute a 
street district and be numbered to correspond with the num- 
ber of said ward. 

§ lo. Sec. 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Approved Sept. 2nd, 1903. 



AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to public and private drains and sewers.s 

§ II. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no per- 
son or persons shall be permitted to connect any drain from 
his, her or their premises, with any public drain or sewer 
in said city, except on previous application in writing to, 
and permission from the Common Council or the committee 
on streets and sewers, and the payment of the special assess- 
ment, if any. 

§ 12. Sec. 2. All private drains to be hereafter made by 
individuals in any public street, lane or alley in said city, 
and connected with any public drain or sewer, shall be of 
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such size, diipension and material, and constructed and laid 
as directed ^ the committee on streets and sewers, and no 
person shall be allowed to tap or enter any public drain or 
sewer at any other place than those designated and fixed 
for that purpose in the construction thereof. 

§ 13. Sec. 3. Every house or building must be separately 
and independently connected with the street sewer. 

§ 14. Sec. 4. (Amended September 5, 1899.) No person 
or persons except duly licensed sewer builders shall connect 
or construct any private sewers in the City of Manistee. Such 
license shall be granted by the Common Council upon appli- 
cation, to any person by said Council deemed competent to 
perform such work, but no license shall be granted unless the 
applicant therefor shall file in the office of the City Clerk 
with his application, a bond in the penal sum of $500 with 
good and sufficient sureties, approved by the committee on 
streets and sewers, conditioned for the proper and workman- 
like performance of all work specified in this ordinance. 

§ 15. Sec. 5. Before proceeding to lay or construct any 
I>ortion of the drainage system of any house, the owner or 
his agent or plumber shall file a plan thereof , with the com- 
mittee on streets and sewers, showing' the system of drainage 
entire from its connection with the main or lateral sewer to 
its terminus in the house, together with the location of all 
trenches, traps, ventilating pipes, etc. The name of the 
plumber who is to perform the work shall be given on said 
plan, which must be approved by said committee and the 
City Surveyor before any of the work shall be executed. 

§ 16. Sec. 6. All connections with pipe sewers must be 
made with Y branches. No pipe must be cut, nor must any 
connection be made in any manhole except where designated. 
All connections with main or lateral sewers must be made 
in the presence of the City Surveyor, and under his super- 
vision. The City Surveyor shall on application, establish the 
grade for the connecting sewer, and there shall be no devia- 
tion from such grade, nor shall it be otherwise changed except 
by his permission. 

§ 17. Sec. 7. The City Surveyor shall be notified promptly 
when the drain from any house is completed, and no part of 
the sanie shall be covered or in any manner hidden from 
view until it has been inspected and approved by him. 

§ 18. Sec. 8. All planking and other pavement in street 
or alley taken up by sewer builders, shall be replaced in good 
workmanlike manner, and left in the same condition as it 
was before being removed. All trenches must be filled up 
and tamped or rammed within forty-eight hours after making 
the connection, and planking or pavement taken up, relaid 
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within one week after the filling, and in a workmanlike man- 
ner, so that no settling will occur. If a trench is left open 
•over night the sewer builder will be required to erect a proper 
barricade and place red lights thereon to burn from darkness 
to day-light. All rubbish caused by the work must be removed 
from the street or alley on the completion of the sewer. Sewer 
builders will be held i'esponsible for iany accident that may 
happen on account of their failure to comply with the fore- 
going provisions. 

§ 19. Sec. 9. No person shall be permitted to connect 
any drain from his premises with any main or lateral sewer, 
nor enter the same between the first day of December and 
the first day of April in each year. 

§ 20. Sec. 10. Any violation of or failure to comply with 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine 
of not to exceed fifty dollars and costs of prosecution, and 
in the imposition of such fines and costs, the court may make 
a further sentence that the offender be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Manistee county until the payment thereof for 
any term not exceeding sixty days, and such conviction shall 
work a forfeiture of the license granted to said sewer builder 
or cojitractor.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to. the construction and connection of lateral sewers 
and drains with main sewers within the limits of the City 
of Manistee. 

§ 21. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains that all lateral 
»ewers and drain connections which in the future may be 
made from main sewer in center of street to curb line of side- 
walk on all sewers now constructed, and must be maie before 
any permanent pavement in street is made, the cost thereof 
to be borne by the property owner making such connection. 

§ 22. Sec. 2. All connections with main sewers or laterals 
hereafter made, shall be made by the city from main sewer 
or lateral to curb line of sidewalk, the cost thereof to be 
borne by the adjoining property owner. 

§ 23. Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall on conviction thereof, pay a fine of 
not less than five dollars, nor more than fifty dollars and costs 
of prosecution, and in default in the payment thereof shall 
t)e committed to the county jail of Manistee county for a

peri(^d of thirty days, or both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court. 

§ 24. Sec. 4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

To provide a flra limits district within the City of Manistee, 

Michigan. 

§ 25. Sec. 1. (Amended February 3, 1904.) The City of 
Manistee ordains that the following described lots and blocks 
and parts of the City of Manistee shall constitute the district 
to be known as the tire limits of the City of Manistee, to wit : 

Entire of blocks one (1), two (2), three (3), four (4), five (5), 
the north half of block nine (9), and the north half or all 
those lots north of the alley running through Delos L. Filer's 
subdivision of block six (6), all in Filer & Tyson's addition to 
the village (now city) of Manistee as per recorded plats there- 
of; also the entire Green & Milmce's addition to the City of 
Manistee; also all that land lying on the north side of River 
street and south of Manistee river situated between Green & 
Milmoe's addition and Smith street, as now continued through 
Mark S. Tyson & Co.'s new addition to the City of Manistee; 
also lots one (1), two (2), three (3), four (4), five (5), six (6), and 
the triangular lot next west of same, all in block seven (7) of 
Filer & Smith's addition to the village (now city) of Manistee; 
also the north 100 feet of lots one (1) and three (3), and 
entire lots four (4), five (5), six (6), seven (7), block one (1), 
and lots one (1), two (2), three (3), four (4), and five (5), block 
two (2), and lots one (1), two (2), three (3), four (4), ten (10), 
eleven (11), twelve (12), thirteen (13), fourteen (14), fifteen 
(15), sixteen (16), seventeen (17), eighteen (18), nineteen (19), 
twenty (20), twenty-one (21), twenty-two (22), block seven (7J; 
all of Green's addition to the village (now ciiy) of Manistee. 

§ 26. Sec. 2. No dwelling house, store, shop, warehouse, 
shed, building or structure of any kind or description what- 
soever, the outside walls and roofs of which shall be com- 
posed of wood or other combustible material, shall be built, 
erected or constructed, or enlarged, within the fire limits 
as defined in section one of this ordinance, nor shall any such 
building or structure be removed from without said fire limits 
to an^ place within said fire limits, nor shall any such buikl-. 
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ing or structures be removed from one location within said fire 
limits ,to any other location or place within said fire limits. 

§ 2rj. Sec. 3. No wooden building within said fire limits, 
which may be damaged so as to be worth less than seventy- 
five per cent of its original value, shall be repaired, except as 
provided in this ordinance. The amount or extent of such 
damages, and the value of the building in its damaged condi- 
tion, shall be determined by three disinterested persons, resi- 
dents of the city, one of whom shall be selected by the owner 
of the building, the second by the Mayor, and tvhe two so 
chosen shall select the third, and the decision of the per- 
sons so chosen shall be final and conclusive. It- shall be the 
duty of the owner of any such building, before any reference 
is had, to deposit with the City Clerk the sum of ten dollars, 
which shall be applied to the payment of reference expenses. 

§ 38. Sec. 4, All buildings, of every kind and description, 
hereafter constructed or erected within the limits herein- 
before described, except as provided by section seven of this 
ordinance, shall be enclosed with a twelve inch wall of stone 
or brick, extending at least two feet into the earth. The roof 
of the same shall be covered with slate, tile, metal, or gravel 
and composition, whereby the same shall be fire proof. All 
cornices and gutters shall be of metal. When any building 
shall contain more than one store, there shall be erected a 
division wall of stone or brick, at least eight inches thick, 
constructed the same as the outer wall. No building shall be 
erected adjoining another building, having but a twelve Inch 
wall, without enclosing said new building, with a twelve 
inch wall of brick or stone, the same as if said new building 
stood alone. Provided, however, that adjoining owners may 
by agreement between themselves, use, construct,' and main- 
tain a party wall,, which shall not be less than twelve inches 
in thickness and composed of brick or stone. 

§ 29. Sec. 5. Whenever any person desires to erect or 
construct any building, or make repairs or alterations of, or 
remove any building in the fire limits, he shall make applica- 
tion to the City Clerk for permission so to do, and at the time 
of making such application he shall file specification and' 
plans of the same, together with the probable cost, and 
execute a bond with sureties, to be approved by the City 
Clerk, in such sum as may be fixed by the City Clerk, not 
less than the estimated cost, conditional not to make such 
improvement in violation of this ordinance. Repairs on all 
buildings damaged as provided in section three of this ordi- 
nance shall' be made in accordance with section four. 

§ 30. Sec. 6. Upon the receipt of such application, plans 
and bond, the City Clerk is hereby authorized to issue a per- 
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mit to erect .or repair the building in coinpliance with the 
provisions of this ordinance, and the person making such 
improvements shall follow such instructions as the committee 
on fire regulations may from time to time suggest. 
Sec. 7. Repealed. 

§ 31. Sec. 8. Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed 
as prohibiting the erection of warehouses along the dock line 
of Manistee river within said fire limits district, to be con- 
structed or built of wood, not 'to extend inland from said dock 
line, a distance of more than seventy feet, provided said 
warehouses are completely covered on all sides from the 
ground up with corrugated iron, and roofs covered with slate, 
tile, metal, or gravel and composition, wher.eby the same shall 
be fire proof, and with all cornices of metal. 

§ 32. Sec. 9. * No person shall erect or place any building, 
or part of a building, or make any repairs to, or alteration of, 
or remove any building in the fire limits, without first having 
obtained from the City Clerk a written permit therefor, which 
said permit shall only be granted when the permission is 
sought within the provisions of this ordinance and the 
charter. 

§ 33* Sec. 10. For each and every week in which a build- 
ing being built, placed, removed or repaired, or if completed, 
allowed to stand contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, 
the person or persons doing the same, or the owner of such 
building may be complained of, as a distinct offense and 
punished as hereinafter provided. 

§ 34. Se)c. 11. Any person or persons violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance, shall, on conviction thereof, 
pay a fine of not less than five dollars nor more than one 
hundred . dollars and costs, and in default of the payment 
thereof, shaU be committed to the county jail of Manistee 
county for a period not exceeding twenty days, or both such 
fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

§ 35. Sec. 12. In addition to the penalty provided for in 
this ordinance, the Common Council may at any time direct 
the City Marshal to remove such building or structure, as may 
be erected in violation of this ordinance, at the expense of 
the owner or owners of such building or structure, and such 
expense shall constitute a lien upon the land on which the 
building stands, until paid, and which may be collected in the 
same manner as taxes against property. 

§ 36. Sec. 13. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent or repugnant to this ordinance are hereby repealed.

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AN ORDINANCE 



To regulate and control the construction of docks and to 
establish dock lines along the banks of the Manistee river 
in the City of Manistee. 

§ 37. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee oMains, that the- wharf 
and dock lines along the banks of the Manistee river, in 
said city be, and the same is hereby established as follows: 

Along the north bank of said river as follows: Commenc- 
ing at the southeast corner of the city dock on Washington ' 
street, on north side of Manistee river, said point being 
303 80100 feet south of the northeast corner of section No. 
11, town 21, range 17 west, and 38 20-100 feet east of section

Any person or persons who shall build, con- 
struct, repair or maintain, or attempt to build, construct or 
repair any dock, wharf, or landing or seawall, in said city, 
without complying with the provisions of this ordinance,' and 
in accordance therewith, or shall build or construct the same 
beyond the lines or limits set forth and described in section 
one of this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing 1500 and the cost of prosecution, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail not exceeding six months, or by both such fliie 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

Relative to the numbering of buildings. 

§ 92. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains as follows, to 
wit: All dwelling houses or other buildings erected or fronting 
on any street, lane or alley, or any other public space within 
the City of Manistee, shall be numbered in accordance with 
the plan hereinafter provided. 

§ 93. Sec. 2. The numbering on all dwelling houses or 
other buildings, as aforesaid, shall be in accordance with the 
maps prepared under the supervision of the committee on 
streets and sewers of the Council, by direction of said Council 
and filed in the office of the City Clerk on the first of June, 
,1887; said maps and index thereto being numbered from one 
(1) to fifteen (15) both inclusive, and said maps shall be a 
public record and shall be open at all times, and shall be 
accessable to all persons. 

§ 94. Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the owner, agent or 
occupant of any dwelling house or other building to affix or 
inscribe the proper number or numbers as designated on the 
map referred to in section two of this ordinance in plain and 
legible figures, at least one and one-half inches in length in a 
conspicuous place in front of said building or premises. 

§ 95. Sec. 4. Any owner, agent or occupant of a dwelling 
house, as aforesaid, refusing or neglecting to affix or inscribe 
the number or numbers thereon, in the manner hereinabove 
provided shall, for every such offense, be punished by a fine 
not to exceed fifty dollars and the costs of prosecution, and 
in the imposition of such fine and costs the court may make 
a further sentence, that the offender be imprisoned in the 
county jail of Manistee county until the payment thereof: 
Provided, however, That the period of such imprisonment 
shall not exceed a term of three months : And provided fur- 
ther, That no prosecution shall be commenced for violation of 
this ordinance before the 1st of July, 1887.

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AN ORDINANCE 

For the preservation of public health. 
(Amended June 18, 1880.) 

§ 96. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that the Com- 
mon Council of said city shall constitute the board of health 
of such city. 

§ 97^ Sec. 2. The Mayor of the city shall be president 
thereof, and in case of vacancy or temporary absence his 
place shall be supplied by the president pro tem. 

§ 98. Sec. 3. The City Clerk shall be clerk of the Board 
of Health, and shall keep regular minutes of their proceedings 
in books provided for that purpose. 

§ 99. Sec. 4. Meetings of the Board of Health may be 
called by the president upon reasonable notice to be given to 
the members thereof. 

§ 100. Sec. 5. . The city is hereby divided into health dis- 
tricts corresponding to the wards of the city, that is, each ward 
shall constitute a health district, and the aldermen elected in 
each ward shall constitute health inspectors of such ward or 
health district, with power and duties hereinafter enumerated. 

§ loi. Sec. 6. The Board of Health may appoint a physi- 
cian to the board, who shall be a health officer and hold his 
office during their pleasure, and they shall establish his salary 
or other compensation, and shall regulate all fees and charges 
of every person employed by them in the execution of the health 
laws, and of their -own regulations, subject to be audited by 
the Common Council of the city, and when so audited, shall be 
paid out of the contingent fund of the city. 

§ 102. Sec. 7. It is hereby made the duty of such physician 
to make such reports to the state board of health as now are 
or may hereafter be . required ^by the general laws of the State, 
and any failure so to do shall be deemed and taken as sufficient 
cause for dismissal from office. 

§ 103. Sec. 8. The clerk of such Board of Health shall also 
make such report to the said state board of health as now are, 
or shall hereafter be required by the general laws of the State, 
and any neglect, failure or refusal so to do shall be deemed a 
violation of this ordinance and may be punished as herein 
provided. , 

§ 104. Sec. 9. The Board of Health shall have power, and 
it is hereby made their duty : 

1st. To make and direct to be made diligent inquiry with 
respect to all nuisances of every description in said city, which 
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are or may be injurious to the public health, and abate the 
same; 

2nd. To stop, detain or examine, or to direct to be stopped, 
detained or examined every person coming from* a place in- 
fected with a contagious or infectious disease, in order to 
prevent the introduction of the same into the city ; 

3rd. To cause any person, not a resident of the city who is 
infected with any infectious or contagious disease to be sent 
back to the place from where he. or she came or to the pest 
house or hospital; 

4th. To cause any person who is infected with any pestil- 
ential or infectious disease to be removed to the pest house or 
hospital, if in the opinion of the city physician the removal of 
such person is necessary for the preservation of the public 
health : Provided, however, such removal can be effected with 
safety to the patient — and to provide necessaries, nurses, and 
other assistance, which shall be a charge against the person 
himself, his parents or other persons liable for his support, 
if able, otherwise at the expense of the county to which he 
or she belongs. 

5th. To destroy any furniture, wearing apparel, goods, 
wares or merchandise or property of any kind, which shall be 
exposed to or infected with a contagious or infectious disease : 
Provided, however, That such property shall be appraised by 
two disinterested persons in order that remuneration may be 
made therefor by the Common Council ; 

6th. To rent proper houses to be used as pest houses o;r 
hospitals ; 

7th. To employ such nurses, oflScers, agents, servants or 
assistants, and provide the necessary furniture, medicine, arti- 
cles and necessaries for the use of the pest house or hospital, 
and the persons therein confined, as may be deemed necessary ; 

8th. To require the occupant of any dwelling house, store, 
shop or other building in which there shall be any person sick 
with smallpox or varioloid, or other contagious or infectious 
disease to put up and maintain in a conspicuous place on the 
front of said dwelling house, store, shop or other building, a 
card or sign to be furnished by the board on which there shall 
be written or painted in large letters the words "Smallpox" 
or such other words as will designate the disease, and in case 
of neglect or refusal of any person to comply with such re- 
quirement, to remove the patient therein to the pest house or 
hospital ; 

. 9th. To make any order requiring any steamboat or other 
vessel or craft or railroad train having on board any person 
diseased with any contagious or infectious disease or any prop- 
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erty infected therewith not to enter the city or to remove 
therefrom ; 

10th. To exercise a general supervision over the health of 
the city, and to make from time to time and determine the» 
rules of its own proceedings ; 

11th. To have, exercise and perform such other powers and 
duties as are conferred upon boards of health of townships, 
villages and cities by the general laws of the State and not in 
conflict with the city charter. 

§ 105. Sec. 10. ' Every physician or person acting as such 
who shall have a patient sick with the smallpox, varioloid 
or other contagious or infectious disease shall forthwith re- 
port the fact in writing to the president of the board of 
health, together with the name, and the street and number of 
house (if numbered), where such patient is treated. 

§ 106. Sec 11. It shall be the duty of the occupants of 
any dwelling house, or other building in which there shall 
be smallpox or other contagious or infectious disease to put 
up and maintain in a conspicuous place in front of such build- 
ing, such a card or sign as shall be furnished by the Board of 
Health for such purpose, and such card or sign shall be kept 
on such building during the time such person so diseased shall 
remain therein, and until permission is obtained in writing 
from the president of the Board of Health to remove the same. 
Such permission to be given only upon certificate of the 
health inspector of the ward in which such building is, that 
such building has been thoroughly cleaned and ventilated, 
and for all the purposes of health is in. an entirely safe condi- 
tion. No person shall take down, remove, injure, or deface 
such card or sign at any time during the time in which the 
same is required to be kept up and maintained. 

§ 107. Sec. 12. All persons having smallpox, varioloid 
or other contagious or infectious disease are hereby required 
td be kept closely confined in their respective dwellings or 
place of abode, and no person, who has been confined with 
such disease shall leave his or her place of abode and go about 
the city until in the opinion of his or her physician it can 
be done without danger of communicating the disease to 
others. 

§ 108. Sec. 13. No person shall create or maintain, or 
suffer to be created or maintained upon his, her or their 
premises or upon the premises occupied by them or any o) 
them any nuisance of any kind prejudicial or injurious to 
public health. 

§ 109. Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of each health in- 
spector: 
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Ist. To ascertain which may exist in his district, and forth- 
with report the same in writing to the Board of Health. 

2nd. To enter the premises and into the house of any per- 
son in his district as often as he shall deem necessary or 
the Board of Health shall order, and examine into the healthy 
cleanliness, and number of persons inhabiting, and whether 
any nuisances are maintained or suffered to exist on such 
premises injurious to the public health, and make a report 
thereof in writing to the Board of Health. 

3rd. To execute the orders and resolutions of the Board 
of Health. 

§ no. Sec. 15. The members of the Board of Healthy 
health inspectors and other persons employed by the Board 
of Health shall receive such compensation as shall be allowed 
by the Common Council, and all debts and liabilities con- 
tracted or incurred by the Board of Health shall be paid by 
the city in the same manner that other claims and demands 
against the city are paid. 

§ III. Sec. 16. It is hereby made the duty of the physi- 
cian to the Board of Health to investigate all complaints 
made to him, and all cases that shall otherwise come to his 
notice or knowledge, of the maintenance by any person within 
the limits of the city, of any filthy or unwholesome cellar, 
vault, privy, sewer, stable, hog-pen, or any other nuisance, dan- 
gerous to life or health within the city. 

§ 112. Sec. 17. If upon such investigation, such physi- 
cian shall determine that the matter or thing so investigated 
by him, is a nuisance and dangerous to life or health within 
the city, he shall forthwith serve upon the owner, occupant 
or person in charge of the premises upon which such nuisance 
is maintained, a written or printed notice of the fact of such 
inspection and determination by him, and require such owner, 
occupant or person in charge of such premises, to clean, re- 
move or abate such nuisance within the time specified in such 
notice, which shall not be les^ than five, nor more than fifteen 
days from the service of such notice, and said physician .shall 
file with the City Clerk a copy of such notice, with an affidavit 
thereto attached, showing the name of the person upon whom, 
the time when, and place where such notice was served. 

§ 113. Sec. 18. Any person or persons who shall create 
or maintain, or suffer to be created or maintained upon his, 
her or their premises, or upon any premises occupied by them, 
or any of them, any of the nuisances specified in section six- 
teen of this ordinance, or other nuisance dangerous to life 
or health within the city; or who shall fail or neglect to com- 
ply with the terms and requirements of any notice served 
upon him, her or them, under the provisions of section seven- 
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teen of this ordinance, shall be liable to prosecution in any 
court of competent jurisdiction, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not. more than fifty dollars 
and the costs of such prosecution, and the person or persons 
so convicted may be imprisoned in the common jail of the 
county of Manistee until such fine and costs are paid; pro- 
vided, however, that such imprisonment shall not exceed in 
all the term of sixty days. 

§ 114. Sec. 19. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

To prevent the sale of pnwholesome provisions, corrupt or 
diseased meat, fish and poultry and impute butter, cheese, 
lard, vegetables, fruit, flour and impure and adulterated 
milk within the limits of the City of Manistee, Michigan.- 

§ 115. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no per- 
son or persons shall within the limits of the City of Manistee, 
sell or offer for sale any unwholesome, corrupt, or diseased 
meat, fish, poultry, butter, cheese, lard, vegetables, fruit, flour, 
milk or provisions of any kind. 

§ 116. Sec. 2. No person or persons shall knowingly sell 
to any one in the City of Manistee, any milk diluted with 
water or in any way adulterated; nor shall any person or 
persons sell to any one within the limits of the City of Man- 
istee any skimmed milk, without first notifying the purchaser 
or purchasers that the same is skimmed milk; nor shall any 
person or persons sell any milk to any one in said city the pro- 
duct of a sick or diseased cow, or any milk produced from 
any cow fed upon the refuse of a distillery, or of a brewery, 
or upon any substance or feed deleterious to the quality of the 
milk. 

§ 117. Sec. 3. No person or persons shall sell or offer to 
sell any milk to any one within the limits of the City of 
Manistee, which is shown by analysis to contain any sub- 
stance or substances of any character not natural or normal 
constituents of milk, or to have been deprived, either wholly 
or in part, of any constituents naturally normally contained 
in milk, or which has been diluted with water, or which is 
shown upon analysis, to contain more than eighty-seven and 
fifty one-hundredths per centum of watery fluid or to contain 
less than twelve and fifty one-hundredths per centum of milk 
solids, or less fat than three per centum, or if the specific 
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gravity at sixty degrees Fahrenheit is not between one and 
twenty-nine one-thousandths to one and thirty-three one thou- 
sandths, it shall be deemed, and is hereby declared to be adul- 
terated milk. 

§ ii8. Sec. 4. It is hereby made the duty of the health 
officer of the City of Manistee to inspect and test all milk, 
unwholesome, corrupt or diseased meat, fish, poultry, butter, 
cheese, lard, vegetables, fruit, flour or provisions of any kind, 
sold or offered for sale within the limits of the City of Man- 
istee and if the same be found by him to be impure, diseased, 
corrupt, unwholesome or adulterated, Be shall mflJie or cause 
complaint to be made against the seller thereof or any one 
offering to barter or sell the same in said city before some 
justice of the peace in the City of Manistee, and the offender 
to be dealt with as hereinafter provided. 

§ 119. Sec. 5. Any person or persons violating any of the 
provision^ of this ordinance, shall, on conviction thereof be 
punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars and 
costs of prosecutioUj^'and in default of the payment of the fine 
and costs imposed by the justice may be imprisoned in the 
Manistee county jail for a term not exceeding sixty days, or 
both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the court.

AN ORDINANCE. 

Relative to the obstruction of streets, sidewalks, and other 
public grounds. (Am. Nov. 19, 1884, Am. April 2nd, 1890.) 

§ 120. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no per- 
son shall place or cause to be placed, any stone, brick, timber, 
logs, lumber, lath, shingles, slabs, sand, wood or any other 
material whatever in or upon any street, alley or sidewalk 
in said city, unless for the purpose of building, and then only 
for such a period of time as shall be prescribed by the Mayor 
or Council in a written permission to be granted for that 
purpose, except that firewood may be allowed to remain in 
the street or on the sidewalk in front of any residence or 
place of business not longer than forty-eight hours at any one 
time, when so placed as not to obstruct travel. 

§ 121. Sec. 2. No person shall remove or cause to be re- 
moved, or assist in removing any building, into, along or 
across any street, alley, or other public place, without per- 
mission, first obtained from the Mayor or Council, and such 
building or any bulky article while in transit shall be moved 
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SO as to least obstruct the street, and by the route and in 
the time prescribed by the Mayor or Council in such permis- 
sion. 

§ 122. Sec. 3. It shall not be lawful to gather in crowds 
on any sidewalk or in any street so as to obstruct travel there- 
on or encumber the same. 

§ 123. Sec: 4. No person shall keep or maintain on any 
sidewalk, any wagon, ^tand, or show-case for the sale or ad- 
vertisement of goods, wares, or merchandise, vegetables op 
fruit, or as a sign of trade or occupation, to project more 
than three feet from the wall of his or her house, store or 
other building owned or occupied by them nor shall any stand 
or show-case exceed in height more than four feet from the 
sidewalk and in no case shall any person owning such stand 
or show-case permit the same to remain contrary to the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 

§ 124. Sec. 5. No person shall display or detain for exhi- 
bition any studhorse, bull, or other animal in any street, alley 
or other public place. 

§ 125. Sec. 6. No person shall suffer any carriage, wagon, 
cart, sleigh, sled or other vehicle whatsoever, with or without 
an animal attached thereto, nor any team to remain or stand 
in any > street, lane or alley so as to obstruct the same, nor 
in any other manner obstruct any street or public way. 

§ 126. Sec. 7. No person shall leave any horse, horses 
or teams of any kind in any street, alley or other public 
place without being securely tied, nor at any time fasten 
any horse or horses to any porch, or fence or ornamental 
tree or in any such way that the reins or lines shall be an 
obstacle to the free use of the sidewalk. 

§ 127. Sec. 8. No person shall throw any stone or other 
things by means of any spring, rubber, sling-shot or other 
contrivance whatever in any street, alley, or other public 
place in said city. 

§ 128. Sec. 9. Every owner or occupant of a lot where 
the same is used for business purposes, having a store, office 
or shop thereon, shall erect in front of the same a suitable 
hitching post, or in lieu thereof a substantial iron ring may be 
firmly fixed in the outer edge of the pavement or sidewalk. 

§ 129. Sec. 10. No person shall suspend from any house 
or store, into or over any street, sidewalk, or other public 
space, any lamp, sign, goods, clothes, wares, or other articles 
OP things so that the same shall extend or project from the 
wall or front of such building more than three feet and in no 
case shall any person owning any sign or post permit the 
same to remain ^n or over any sidewalk, street or public 
place contrary to the provisions of this ordinance. 
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§ 130. Sec. 11. No person shall make or construct any 
cellar door, window or area so that the same shall extend 
more than tjiree feet beyond the line of anj' sidewalk, and 
the same ^hall be sufficiently protected. 

§ 131. Sec. 12. Every entrance or flight of steps pro- 
jecting beyond the line of the sidewalk or descending into 
any cellar or basement story when the same shall not be 
covered, shall be enclosed with a good iron railing, perma- 
nently put up, not less than three feet high and such steps 
and railing shall not occupy more than three feet of the 
width of the sidewalk. 

§ 132. Sec. 13. Any cellar or excavation left uncovered 
by the burning or removal of the building therefrom, shall 
be surrounded by the owner, occupant or person in charge of 
the premises, with a sufficient fence or barrier to prevent acci* 
dents. 

§ 133. Sec. 14. No person shall obstruct any drain, sewer, 
or gutter in any of the streets of said city, and every owner, 
occupant or person in charge of any premises in the city 
shall at all times keep the drain or gutter in front of his 
or her premises free from all obstructions that may hinder 
the free passage of the water. 

§ 134. Sec. 15. No person, unless^ authorized by the 
Mayor,' Council or Street Commissioner, shall dig, remove or 
carry away any earth, loam, gravel, sand or sod from any of 
the streets or public grounds in said city, or carry to, or 
deposit upon, or in the same, any of the aforesaid materials, 
or dig any hole, ditch or drain on the same. 

§ 135. Sec. 16. No person shall injure or tear up any 
permanent sidewalk, drain or sewer, or any part thereof, or 
any awning or hitching post, or any shade or ornamental 
tree, nor hinder or obstruct the making or repairing of any 
pavement, side or cross walk, which is or may be making 
under any law or resolution of the Common Council, nor 
hinder or obstruct any person employed by the Common 
Council, or any officer of the city or the persons employed 
by them in making or repairing any public improvement or 
work ordered by the Common Council. 

§ 136. Sec. 17. Whenever any person for the purpose of 
ornamenting or improving his or her premises, or for any 
other purpose, by permission of the Common Council or 
Street Commissioner, shall dig any hole, ditch or drain in 
any street, lane or alley in said city, such person shall as 
speedily as possible have the same filled, covered or leveled, 
and in no case suffer such Jiole, ditch or drain, or any other 
obstruction to remain in a condition to endanger travelers, 
vehicles or animals in the night time. 
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§ 137. Sec. 18. No person shall dig or construct, or cause 
to be constructed, any area, to or around any cellar or base- 
ment story, or dig or excavate under any sidewalk, so that 
the same shall extend beyond the curb line of the street, 
and every area, basement or excavation shall be protected 
by a brick or stone wall, which shall be constructed around 
such excavation in such manner as to afford a complete sup- 
port and protection to the street and curbing adjacent 
thereto. 

§ 138. Sec. 19. Any violation of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be punished by a fine not to exceed one 
hundred dollars and costs of prosecution, and the offender 
may be imprisoned in the county jail of Manistee county until 
the payment of said fine and costs, provided that the term 
of imprisonment shall not exceed the period of ninety days. 

§ 139- Sec. 20. It is hereby made the duty of the mem- 
bers of the police force and Street Commissioner of the city 
to see that the provisions of this ordinance are observed 
and to make complaints for all violations of the same. 

§ 140. Sec. 21. All ordinances in conflict with the fore- 
going provisions are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to the cumbering and littering of streets, sidewalks, 
alleys, lanes, crosswalks, footways, and other public places 
within the limits of the City of Manistee, and to prevent 
the accumulation of sand, earth, dirt and other debris 
therfeon. 

§ 141. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no owner 
or occupant of any lot, piece or parcel of land within the limits 
of said city shall cumber and litter, or allow any sand, earth, 
ashes, dirt and other debris to escape, blow, flow or run 
from his, her or their said premises and accumulate upon 
any street, sidewalk, alley, lane, crossway, footway or other 
public place within the limits of said city. 

^ 142. Sec. 2. Every owner or occupant of any lot, piece 
or parcel of land within the limits of the City of Manistee, 
when necessary shall erect and maintain retaining walls or 
other proper barriers, so as to prevent the sand, earth, ashes, 
dirt or other debris from escaping, blowing, flowing, run- 
ning or accumulating upon any streets, sidewalks, lanes, 
alleys, footways, crosswalks or other public places in the 
City of Manistee. 
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§ 143. Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of every owner or 
occupant of any lot, piece or parcel of land that is adjacent 
to or abuts upon any street, sidewalk, alley, lane, cross- 
walk, footw^ay or other public place within the limits of said 
city, to keep the same free, clear and clean from any sand,^ 
earth, ashes, dirt and other debris that may have escaped, 
blown, flown, run and accumulated from his, her or their 
said premises so owned or occupied, over, across, or upon 
the said street, sidewalk, alley, lane, crosswalk, footway or 
other public place within the limits of the City of Manistee. 

§ 144. Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Street Commis- 
sioner or Sidewalk Inspector to take cognizance of any viola- 
tion of' the provisions of this ordinance, and whenever either 
of said officers shall learn of any street, sidewalk, alley, lane, 
crosswalk, footway or other public place in this city being 
encumbered or littered contrary to the provisions of this 
ordinance, the said officers or either of them shall immediately 
cause a written or printed notice to be served upon the 
person charged under this ordinance with the removal of 
said encumbrance or litter. The said, notice shall set forth 
the location of said street, sidewalk, alley, lane, crosswalk, 
footway or other public place, the nature of the obstruction, 
encumbrance or litter, and the premises by street and num- 
ber or other sufficient designation, adjacent to or abutting 
upon said street, sidewalk, alley, lane, crosswalk, footway 
or other public place, and shall also prescribe the time after 
service wfthin which the same shall be removed, but the 
time for the removal thereof shall not exceed one week from 
the date of the service of said notice. 

The said notice shall be served by handing a copy thereof 
to the owner or occupant of the premises therein designated, 
or by leaving a copy at his last place of residence, or by post- 
ing a copy in a conspicuous place on the premises. 

The officer serving said notice, shall indorse the day of 
service, and the manner thereof, upon the said notice, and 
shall return the same to the office of the City Clerk of 
said city. In case the said street, sidewalk, alley, lane, cross- 
walk, footway or other public place be not cleared within 
the time limited in said notice the city shall proceed forthwith 
to remove the said encumbrance and litter at the expense 
of the city and the statement of such expense shall be filed 
in the office of the City Clerk along with the return of said 
notice. The owner or occupant of any lot, piece or parcel 
of land or premises adjacent to or abutting upon any street, 
sidewalk, alley, lane, crosswalk, footway or other public place 
in said city that shall have been cleared of any such encum- 
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brance or litter by said city in the manner hereinbefore 
described, shall be required to pay said dty the expense 
of the removal and clearance of such encumbrance, obstruc- 
tion to travel and litter, with ten per cent added thereto for 
collection at the office of the City Clerk, who is hereby author- 
ized to receive the same and to receipt therefor in the name 
of the city; on or before the first Monday of March in each 
year it shall be the duty of the City Clerk of said city to 
certify to the Board of Assessors of the City of Manistee a 
list of all such charges remaining unpaid for the current 
year, and the said Board of Assessors shall make a special 
assessment against the respective lots, pieces or parcels of 
land specified in said list, to be levied and collected in the 
same manner as provided by chapter twenty-four of the city 
charter of said city for other local improvements and the ex- 
pense and charges made therefor shall be a lien upon said 
lots, pieces or parcels of land as in and by the provisions of 
the said chapter of the said cbarter it is made and provided. 
Approved April 29, 1902. 



AN ORDINANCE 
Relative to cleaning streets and alleys. 

§ 145. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that all per- 
sons owning or occupying land fronting upon any street, or 
abutting upon any alley in the City of Manistee shall within 
twenty-four hours after being notified by the Street Com- 
missioner of said city, clean to the center of the street or 
alley to which said lot joins, of all rubbish by piling the 
same in compact piles. 

§ 146. Sec. 2. All persons owning or occupying lots front- 
ing upon Kiver street between Pine street and Division street, 
shall during the forenoon of Friday in each week of the 
year when there is no snow, clean to the center of the street, 
by piling all rubbish in compact piles. 

§ 147. Sbc. 3. It shall be the duty of the Street Com- 
missioner to remove all piles of rubbish within twenty-four 
hours after the same are made. 

§ 148. Sec. 4. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance will be subject to a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars and costs, or thirty days in the Manistee 
county jail, or both in the discretion of the conrt, and in 
default of the payment of said fine to be imprisoned in said 
jail for thirty days. : :

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This ordinance shall take effect at the expiration of twen^- 
one days from this day.

AN ORDINANCE 

Prohibiting pig stys within the distance of one hundred feet 
from any dwelling house. 

The City of Manistee ordains: 

§ 149. Sbc. 1. That no person shall hereafter maintain 
a pig sty, or keep any swine in confinement within one hun- 
dr^ feet of any dwelling house within the City of Manistee. 

§ 150. Sec. 2. Any violation of the foregoing provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
fifteen dollars and costs of prosecution and the offender may 
be imprisoned in the county jail of Manistee county until pay- 
ment of said fine and costs, provided the term of imprison- 
ment shall not exceed thirty days. 

Approved May 17, 1893. 



AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to coasting and riding in vehicles. 

§ 151. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that it shall 
not be lawful for any person to coast upon any public street 
in the City of Manistee lying north of Third street. 

§ 152. Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for any person to 
^et upon any sleigh, cutter, wagon, buggy or other vehicle, 
not owned by them, without the permission of the driver, 
within the limits of the City of Manistee. 

§ 153. Sec. 3. Any person violating either of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance may be prosecuted in justice court 
and be fined not exceeding five dollars and costs, and in 
default of payment may be committed to the common jail 
of Manistee county for a period not exceeding twenty days.

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AN ORDINANCE 

Creating the office of Sidewalk Inspector and defining the 

duties thereof. 

§ 154. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that the 
council may at any regular meeting appoint a sidewalk in- 
spector, who shall hold office during the pleasure of the 
council, and whose duty it shall be to inspect all sidewalks 
and see that the same are properly built and kept in repair 
in accordance with the laws and ordinances relating thereto. 

§ 155. Sec. 2. The council may in its discretion appoint 
the city surveyor to said office. 

Approved May 7, 1890. 



AN OEDINANCB 

To provide for the construction and repair of sidewalks, and 
the payment of rebates when constructed of certain ma- 
terials. 

The City of Manistee ordains that: 

§ 156. Sec. 1. The Council may order, by resolution, the 
construction of any sidewalk in the city, and wheii so ordered, 
such sidewalk shall be built under the supervision of the 
sidewalk inspector, of wood, cement, natural stone, or vitri- 
fied brick. 

§ 157. Sec. 2. All sidewalks shall be raised from the 
curb in the proportion of one-fourth of an inch to each foot 
in width, and built in conformity to the established grade 
of the street adjoining it, and to the alignment prescribed 
by the city surveyor. 

§ 158. Sec. 3. If built of wood, the same shall be of good 
pine, oak, or hemlock plank, not 'less than six (6) inches 
nor more than twelve (12) inches wide, nor less than two (2) 
inches thick, and planed on one side, laid on sleepers not 
less than four (4) inches by four (4) inches, placed not more 
than three (3) feet apart, and nailed with nails not less 
than 30 penny, driven not more than four (4) inches apart. 

§ 159. Sec. 4. If built of wood, it. shall be constructed 
not less than twelve (12) feet wide on the following streets 
or parts of streets: River street, Maple street from the 
bridge to First street, east side of Washington street from 
the bridge to Harrison street; nor less than eight (8) feet 
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in width on the following streets: West side of Washington 
street from the bridge to Harrison street, Harrison street, 
Fifth avenue, Division street, Fifth street, Cleveland street, 
First street from Spruce street to Sibben street, Oak street 
from River street to Fifth street, Maple street from First 
street to Fifth street, Monroe street east of Cleveland street, 
Pine street from First street to River street, Sibben street, 
Cypress street from First street to Fifth street, Kosciusko 
street from Fifth street to Eighth street. Eighth street from 
Kosciusko street to Vine street. Thirteenth street, Vine street 
from Eighth street to Thirteenth street, west side of Main 
street to south line of Maxwelltown addition; nor less than 
six (6) feet in width on any and all other streets or sides 
of streets. 

§ i6o. Sec. 5. If built of cement, natural stone or vitri- 
fied brick, it shall be constructed from the property line 
to the curb on River street from Pine street to Smith street, 
and not less than eight (8) feet in width on the following 
streets: Maple street |rom River street to First street. First 
street from Maple street to Sibben street, River street east 
of Smith street and west of Pine street, Washington street 
from the river to Harrison street; nor less than six (6) feet 
in width on the following streets: Pine street from River 
street to First street, Cleveland street, Harrison street, Smith 
street north of River street, Oak street from River street to 
Second street; Maple street from First street to Fifth street. 
Division street, Sibben street, Fifth street from Sibben street 
to Kosciusko street, Kosciusko street from Fifth street to 
Eighth street, Eighth street from Kosciusko street to Vine 
street, Viiie street from Eighth street to Thirteenth street, 
Cypress street from First street to Sixth street, and Third 
street from Ramsdell street to Maple street; nor less than four 
and one-half feet in width on any and all other street or parts 
of streets. 

This shall in no wise restrain the property owner from 
building his sidewalk as much wider inside of the curb line 
as he may wish, or his business require, but the cost of the 
additional width must be borne entirely by the prox>erty 
owner or builder. 

§ i6i. Sec. 6. All sidewalks hereafter constructed of 
cement, natural stone or vitrified brick, shall be constructed 
according to specifications as to foundations and composi- 
tion of material prepared by the city surveyor and adopted 
by the Council. 

§ i6a. Sec. 7. Before commencing the construction of any 
sidewalk of the materials mentioned in the foregoing sec- 
tion, notice thereof shall be given to the city clerk, and 
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the contractor or builder thereof shall procure, annually, 
from the city clerk, a sidewalk builder's license, and pay 
therefor the sum of one dollar (fl.OO), and shall, before 
the issue of such license, file with the City Clerk a bond, 
approved by the mayor, with two sufficient sureties, in the 
penal sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), conditioned, 
that any and all sidewalks built by such licensee shall be and 
remain in perfect condition for a period of two years from 
the time of completion; and conditioned further, to protect 
the city from all loss or damage arising from failure or 
neglect of such licensee, his agents or employes, to comply 
with tlje ordinances of the city relative to the construction 
of sidewalks, and the proper protection and guarding of all 
obstructions and excavations during the construction of such 
walks. 

§ 163. Sec. 8. No basement, area wall or area way shall 
be constructed or built under any sidewalk, street, lane, or 
alley, except in accordance with plans and specifications 
therefor, approved by the city surveyor. The city does not, 
however, relinquish any right it has, or may have, to use 
that portion included in such area way Or basement for any 
purpose for which it might have used the same if such area 
way or basement had not been built. 

§ 164. Sec. 9. Whenever a sidewalk shall have been built 
under and in accordance with the provisions of sections five 
<5) and six (6) of this ordinance, five (5) cents per square foot 
shall be paid to the property owner from any funds in the 
city treasury, available and appropriated for that purpose, 
such payment to be made on the measurement of the City 
Surveyor: Provided, That such payment shall not be made 
for any sidewalk built adjacent to any lot or premises not 
assessed for taxes on the assessment roHs of the city. 

§ 165. Sec. 10. Whenever the Council shall order any 
sidewalk to be built, it shall be the duty of the sidewalk 
inspector to notify, in writing, the owners, agents, or occu- 
pants of the premises referred to in the resolution, to build 
the same within ten days after the service of such notice, 
and if any lot or premises in front of or adjacent to which 
any sidewJalk is ordered to be built or repaired, is unoccupied, 
and the owner or agent thereof cannot be found in the city, 
or is unknown, said sidewalk inspector may serve said notice 
by posting the same in Borne conspicuous position upon said 
lot or premises for the said period of ten days, and in addi* 
tion thereto he shall publish said notice in the official news* 
paper of the city, by causing the same to be inserted in at 
least two issues thereof. 

§ i66« Sec. 11. All sidewalks in the city shall be kept 
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in good repair by the owner, agent or occupant of the prem- 
ises, adjoining to or fronting such sidewalks, and whenever 
any sidewalks in said city shall need repairing, or shall not 
conform to the established grade, or otherwise conflict with 
any of the provisions of this ordinance, it shall be the duty of 
the sidewalk inspector to notify the owner, agent or occu- 
pant of the premises adjoining to or fronting such parts 
of the sidewalks needing such repairs, in the manner provided 
in section ten (10) of this ordinance, to repair the same within 
forty-eight hours after receiving such notice. 

§ 167. Sbc. 12. If any owner, agent, occupant or person 
in charge of any lot or premises in said city shall, neglect 
01* refuse to build any sidewalks ordered by the Council 
within the time specified in the notice served upon such 
owner, occupant or person in charge of said lot or premises, 
as hereinafter provided, by the sidewalk inspector, or shall 
allow any sidewalk constructed in front of or adjacent to 
such lot or premises to become out of repair for the space of 
forty-eight hours, the 'sidewalk inspector may proceed forth- 
with to build or repair such sidewalk as the case may be, and 
the reasonable and necessary cost thereof, or such portion 
thereof as shall be determined by the council, shall be a lien 
upon such lot or premises, and be collected as hereinafter 
specified. 

§ 168. Sec. 13. The sidewalk inspector shall enter in a 
book to be provided for that purpose memoranda of all ex- 
penses by him incurred in building or repairing such side- 
walks, with description of all lots or premises in front of 
or adjacent to which such expenses have been incurred, and 
the names of the owners, occupants or persons in charge 
thereof, and the dates of all notices served by him, and 
shall file and keep in the city clerk^s office copies of all such 
notices, with a sworn return of the date and manner of serv- 
ice, and upon whom served, endorsed thereon. If from any 
such return and memoranda it appears that any sidewalks 
have not been built or repaired within the time prescribed, 
by the person or persons properly chargeable therewith, the 
city clerk shall report the same to the council, who shall de- 
termine what amount of such expense shall be charged to the 
lot or premises adjacent to or fronting such sidewalks, and the 
persons, if known, against whom, and a description of the 
lot or premises upon which the salne shall be levied as a 
special assessment, and the city clerk shall report the same 
to the board of assessors, who shall proceed to make a 
special assessment roll in the manner provided in the charter 
of the city, and report the same when completed to the coun- 
cil, whereupon the council shall cause to be published the 
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requisite notice of the time and place appointed to review 
the assessment, and shall review and confirm the same in the 
manner provided in said charter in case of special assess- 
ments, and when confirmed shall direct the collection thereof 
according to the provisions of said charter, applicable to 
the collection and enforcement of special assessments. 

§ 169. Sec. 14. If any person shall neglect or refuse to 
build or repair any sidewalk as provided in this ordinance 
within the time prescribed in the notice of the sidewalk in- 
spector, or shall attempt to build or repair any sidewalk 
in said city without cctaplying with the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall upop conviction thereof be punished by a 
fine not exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00), together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of payment of such fine 
and costs, the offender may be imprisoned in the county jail 
of Manistee county for a period of time not exceeding sixty 
days, and any such person or persons shall be liable to the 
city for all damages which shall be recovered against said 
city for any accident or injuries accruing by reason of such 
neglect or refusal. 

§ 170. Sec. 15. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in- 
consistent or conflicting herewith are hereby repealed.

AN, ORDINANCE 

Relative to the protection of the fire alarm system and to 
prevent false fire alarms. 

§ i7i« Sec. 1. T^he City of Manistee ordains, that the 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department shall, in addition to 
his other duties, have the entire control, management and 
supervision of the fire alarm system, and all apparatus, in- . 
struments, wires, batteries, boxes and signal stations, what- 
soever, belonging to any part of the system to be operated 
in the City of Manistee, and shall see that the same are at all 
times kept in proper working order. 

§ 172. Sec. 2. The Chief of the Fire Department shall 
have the custody and control of all the keys belonging to 
the various signal boxes, and shall keep a record of all the 
keys distributed by him, and shall take a receipt for the 
same. 

§ 173. Sec. 3. If any person shall make or cause to be 
made or have in his possession an impression or duplicate 
of any signal box key without the express permission of 
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the Chief of the Fire Department, such perflon shall upon 
conviction thereof, be fined any sum not less than ten dollars, 
nor more than fifty dollars and costs of prosecution, and in 
default of payment of said fine and costs, the Court shall 
have power to sentence the offender to the common jail of 
Manistee county for a period of time not exceeding sixty 
days. 

§ 174. Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
give or cause to be given a false alarm with intent to de- 
ceive, or to pull the lever of any signal box except in case 
of fire, or to tamper, meddle or interfere in any way with said 
boxes, or any part thereof, or to cut, break, injure, deface, 
or remove any of said boxes, or any of the wires or supports 
thereof connected with any part of said system, or to make 
any connections or communications therewith so as to inter- 
rupt or interfere with the proper workings of said system, 
or with evil intent to injure, break or destroy any machinery 
or fixture connected with said system. Any person guilty 
of the violation of any of the provisions of this section shail 
upon conviction thereof be fined the sum of not less than 
twenty dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars and costs 
of prosecution, and in default of payment of said fine and 
costs, the court shall have power to sentence the offender to 
the common jail of Manistee cqunty for a period of time 
not exceeding ninety days.

AN ORDmANCE 

To prevent and restrain vice and immorality and to preserve 
peace and good order. (Amended May 6, 1896.) 

§ 175. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that any per- 
son or persons who shall make, or assist in making any noise, 
disturbance or improper diversion, or any rout or riot, by 
which the peace or good order of the neighborhood is dis- 
turbed, or shall be guilty of any disorderly conduct, shall 
be punished as hereinafter provided. 

§ 176. Sec. 2. All mendicants, drunken persons, common 
prostitutes, street walkers, and all persons who frequent, visit 
or are found in any house of ill-fame, assignation house, or 
other disorderly house or place within the limits of the said 
City of Manistee, shall be deemed disorderly persons, and 
shall be punished as hereinafter provided. 

§ 177. Sec. 3. No person shall be guilty of any indecent. 
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insulting, abusive or immoral language, conduct or behavior, 
to or about any person at any place within the limits of said 
City of Manistee. 

§ 178. Sec. 4. No person shall make any indecent ex- 
posure of his or her person, at any place within said City of 
Manistee. 

§ 179. Sec. 5. No person shall ride or drive any horse, 
or other animal, carriage, sleigh or other vehicle, upon any 
street or elsewhere in said City of Manistee, in a reckless 
manner, or at a faster rate than six miles an hour. 

§ i8o« Sec. 6. Any unnecessary firing of a gun, pistol, 
or pistols, squibs, -crackers, gunpowder or other combustible 
substance in the streets or elsewhere in the said City of 
Manistee, in the day or night time, is hereby prohibited and 
shall be punished as hereinafter provided. 

§ i8i. Sec. 7. No person shall knowingly or maliciously 
raise any false alarm of fire. 

§ 182. Sec. 8. No i)erson shall keep or maintain any house 
of ill-fame, assignation house, or other house or place for 
purposes of prostitution or lewdness, or wherein common 
prostitutes or other disorderly persons as defined by section 
two (2) of this ordinance, resort for such purposes, nor any 
disorderly house, saloon, tavern, resort or other disorderly 
place within said City of Manistee. 

§ 183. Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Marshal, and 
of all Constables and Policemen of said City of Manistee, 
to arrest any and all persons who shall commit any offence 
mentioned in this ordinance within their sight or hearing, 
without process, and bring such person or persons, as soon 
as practicable, before any Justice of the Peace of said city, 
who shall proceed to try and examine such person or persons 
80 arrested and brought before him as aforesaid, and upon 
conviction of such person or persons may punish such 
offender or offenders as required and hereinafter provided 
in this ordinance^ 

§ 184. Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of any Justice of 
the Peace of said city, when complaint shall be made to him 
on oath, and in writing, by any person, that any offense men- 
tioned in this ordinance has been committed within the limits 
of said City of Manistee, to issue his warrant directed to 
the Marshal, or any Constable of said City of Manistee, for 
the arrest of any such offender or offenders as may be named 
in any complaint, and the Marshal or any Constable of said 
city is hereby authorized and required to execute such war- 
rant by arresting the defendant or defendants named therein, 
and bring them before the Justice of the Peace issuing such 
warrant, and to obey the orders of such Justice of the Peace 
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relative to sueh offender or offenders, and to attend upon the 
trial of such defendant or defendants, and to keep them in 
custody until they shall be discharged. 

§ 185. Sec. 11. Any person violating any of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, shall on conviction thereof be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars together with the 
costs of prosecution, or by imprisonment in the common jail 
for Manistee county for a term not exceeding sixty days; 
and in default of the payment of any fine or costs imposed 
under this ordinance, the defendant may be imprisoned m 
the county jail for Manistee county for a term to be stated 
in the sentence of the court, but not to exceed the term of 
sixty days. 

§ 186. Sec. 12. All Policemen of the City of Manistee 
are hereby authorj^zed and empowered to perform the same 
duties required to be performed under the provisions of this 
ordinance by the Marshal or any Constable, with like power 
and effect.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to the licensing of dogs. 

§ 187. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains,, that the 
owner or possessor of any dog shall i>ay to the City Clerk 
a license fee of one dollar for each year for every male dog 
so owned or possessed, and the sum of three dollars for each 
and every female dog so owned or possessed, and shall put 
around the neck of the same a metal collar upon which shall 
be marked the number of the license. 

§ 188. Sec. 2. (Amended July 8, 1903.) It shall be the 
duty of the city Pound Master to impound all dogs not 
licensed and found running at large, in the city pound for a 
term of twenty-four hours unless the owner or 'possessor 
pays the license fee to the City Clerk and fifty cents to the 
Pound Master to reclaim the same. 

§ 189. Sec. 3. (Amended July 8, 1903.) It shall be the 
duty of the city Pound Master, after having impounded any 
dog or dogs twenty-four hours, to kill the same and bury 
them at least three feet below the surface of earth, and out- 
side of the city limits. For each and every dog so killed and 
buried, the Pound Master shall received from the city the sum 
of seventy-five cents. 

§ 190. Sec. 4. Any owner or possessor of a female dog 
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who shall allow the same to run at large while in heat shall 
be punished as hereinafter provided. 

§ 191. Sec. 5. Any owner or possessor of a fierce or 
vicious dog who shall permit the same to go at large with- 
out being securely muzzled, shall be punished as hereinafter 
provided. 

§ 192. Sec. 6. Any person who shall permit or suffer his 
dog to go at large during the day from 6 a. m. to 6 p. m., 
between the first day of July and the first day of September 
without being securely muzzled so that it will be impossible 
for the dog to bite or snap anybody or anything, shall be 
punished as hereinafter provided. 

§ 193. Sec. 7. Any person violating or failing to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon conviction, 
be punished by a fine not to exceed fifty dollars and costs 
of prosecution, and in default of the payment of the fine 
imposed by the court, to imprisonment in the county jail for 
a period not to exceed sixty days. 

§ 194. Sec. 8. All ordinances inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to dogs and the prevention of rabies. 

§ 195. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that when- 
ever, in the judgment of the Mayor or Health OflScer, the city 
is in danget of rabies caused by the bites of mad dogs, the 
Mayor may, by proclamation, order all dogs within the City 
of Manistee to be securely muzzled forthwith, so that they 
cannot bite or snap at any person or animal; and after such 
proclamation, any dog running at large in day time or night 
and not properly muzzled may be^shot by the Pound Master 
or any police officer without other or further notice to the 
owner thereof. 

§ 196. Sec. 2. Any person attempting to keep any dog 
on his or her premises after such proclamation has been 
made without providing a suitable muzzle therefor and keep- 
ing such dog securely muzzled, shall be punished as herein- 
after provided. 

§ 197. Sec. 3. Any person violating or failing to comply 
with the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon conviction, 
be punished by a fine not to exceed fifty dollars and costs 
of prosecution, and in default of the payment of the fine im- 
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posed by the court to imprisonment in the county jail for a 
period not to exceed sixty days.

AN ORDINANCE 

To provide for the impounding of certain animals. 

§ 198. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that a city 
pound shall be maintained on lot No* four (4), of block No. 
twelve (12), of Filer & Smith's addition, at the expense of 
the city, and a Pound Master shall be appointed by the 
Council to hold office for one year and until his success<yr 
is appointed, who shall perform the duties and receive the 
compensation herein provided. 

§ 199. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Pound Master 
to keep the city pound in a suitable condition for the recep- 
tion and detention of such animals as may at any time in 
accordance with any ordinance of the council be liable to be 
impounded. 

§ 300. Sec. 3. No horses, cows, oxen, neat cattle, sheep, 
goats, or swine shall be permitted to run and be at large at . 
any time in the streets, alleys, public places or open grounds 
within the limits of the city. 

Nor shall any such animals in this section mentioned be 
grazed or led for grazing or feeding at any time upon the 
streets, alleys, public places, or open grounds, within the 
limits of the city. 

§ 201. Sec. 4. The Pound Master, City Marshal, or any 
Police Officer, Constable, Sheriff or Deputy Sheriff, residing 
in said city shall take and impound in the city pound any of 
the animals mentioned in section three of this ordinance 
found at large within the limits of said city, or that may be 
grazing or led for feeding or grazing in the public streets, al- 
leys, public places, or open grounds within the limits of said 
city. 

§ 202. Sec. .5. (Amended July 22, 1903.) It shall be the 
duty of the Pound Master to receive and safely keep and 
properly feed and care for all animals impounded un<ler this 
ordin^mce and he shall receive therefor as fees for his services 
and expenses one dollar for each horse, one dollar for each 
head of cattle, fifty cents for each sheep, swine, or goat, 
together with fifty cents foi; each twenty-four hours' subsist- 
ence for each horse, fifty cents for each head of cattle, and 
twenty-five- cents for each sheep, swine, or goat, and no im- 
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pounded animal shall be released until all Buch charges are 
fully paid, providing that no charge for subsistence shall 
attach for impounding less than twelve hours. 

§ 303. Sec. 6. After five days' detention of any animal 
so impounded, the Pound Master shall proceed to advertise, 
and sell the same at public auction, after like notice as is 
required by law for constable's sale of goods and chattels on 
execution, and shall receive like fees therefor, and after 
deducting all costs, charges, fees and expenses, shall deposit 
the surplus money with the City Treasurer who shall pay 
the same to the owner of such animal on demand. 

§ 204. Sec. 7. No person shall lead or drive any animals 
mentioned in section three of this ordinance in and upon the 
streets, alleys, public places, or open grounds within the limits 
of the city, for the purpose of grazing or feeding. No per- 
son shall hinder, delay, or interfere with the Pound Master or 
any officer who is in the discharge of any of his duties under 
this ordinance. 

No person shall impound any animal not legally liable to 
be impounded. 

No person shall break, attempt to break, or assist in break- 
ing the city pound. 

Any person convicted of violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $25.00 
together with costs of prosecution, or in default of the pay- 
ment of said fine and costs to imprisonment in the conimon 
jail of Manistee county for a period not exceeding thirty 
days. 

§ 205. Bbc. 8. All ordinances relative to impounding ani- 
mals within the City of Manistee are hereby repealed.

Relative to the opening and closing hours of saloons and 
other places where liquors are sold under State law. 

§ 206. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that all^ 
saloons and other places within the limits of said city where 
spirituous and intoxicating, malt, brewed, fermented and 
vinous, or mixed liquors are sold or kept for sale in accord- 
ance with the laws of the State of Michigan, shall be opened 
not earlier than six o'clock in the forenoon, standard time, 
and shall remain open not later than the hour of eleven 
o^cloek in the afternoon, standard time, and, no longer of 
each week day night, except on election days and holidays. 
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§ 207. Sbc. 2. An ordinance entitled, an ordinance rela- 
tive to the sale of liquors, approved September 20, 1881, is 
hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Creating the oflOice of bridge tender. 

§ 208. Sec. 1. The 'City of Manistee ordains, that the 
offices of bridge tender of Maple street bridge and bridge 
tender of Smith street bridge shall be and are hereby created. 

§ 209. Sec. 2. On the first Monday in May in each year, 
or at any regular meeting thereafter, the common council 
shall appoint by a vote of a majority of the aldermen elect, 
on the nomination of the Mayor, a competent person to each 
of said offices, who shall continue in office until the first 
Monday in May of the succeeding year, and until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualifies, unless sooner removed by 
the council, and shall receive such compensation as may be 
established by the council. 

§ 210. Sec. 3. Before entering ujwn the duties of their 
offices and within ten days after appointment, such officers 
shall take and file with the city clerk the constitutional oath 
of office. 

§ 211. Sec. 4. All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall take immediate effect.

AN ORDINANCE 

To constitute a general fund to be known as the Manistee 
City Public Library fund, and to provide for a board of 
trustees for the care, management and disbursement of 
said library fund, and for the management and control of 
the Manistee City Public Library. 

§ 212. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that under 
and by virtue of subdivision eleven (11), section three (3), 
chapter twenty-six of the charter of the City of Manistee, 
there shall be, and there is hereby created and constituted a 
general fund to be known as the Manistee city public library 
fund. 
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>§ 213* Sbc. 2. Said fund shall be used exclusively for the 
support, maintenance and operation of a free public library 
in the City of Manistee for the use and benefit of the inhabi- 
tants thereof. 

§ 314. Sbc. 3. On the third Tuesday in December, 1902, 
or as soon thereafter as practicable, the Mayor of the City of 
Manistee, shall appoint (and the City Council by a majority 
vote confirm) five persons, citizens of the City of Manistee, 
one for one year, one for two years, one for three years, one 
for four years, and one for five years, who shall constitute 
a board of trustees for the management, control, and dis- 
bursement of the Manistee city public library fund, and who 
shall have entire control and management of the Manistee 
public library. 

§ 2i5« Sec. 4. The members of said board of trustees 
shall serve during the term of their appointment or until 
their successors are appointed and qualified, without com- 
pensation. 

§ :8i6. Sbc. 5. On the third Tuesday in December, 1903, 
and on the third Tuesday in December each and every year 
thereafter, the Mayor shall appoint (and the City Council 
by a majority vote confirm) one member for said board of 
trustees for the term of five years, or until his or her suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualifies, to take the place of the 
member of said board of trustees, whose term then expires. 

§ 217. Sbc. 6. In the event of a vacancy occurring on the 
said board of trustees, the Mayor (as soon as practicable 
thereafter) shall appoint (and the City Council by a majority 
vote confirm) a resident citizen of the City of Manistee to 
serve out the unexpired term of such vacancy. 

§ 218. Sec. 7. Said board, of trustees' shall render quar- 
terly a detailed written report to the City Council of all 
moneys by it received and disbursed, and on the third Tues- 
day in December each and every year after the year 1902, 
the said board of trustees ^all file with the City Clerk of 
the City of Manistee, a true and correct inventory of all books 
and other property in its hands or under its control. 

§ 219. Sbc. 8. The Board of Assessors of the City of Man- 
istee are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to make 
an annual levy upon all the taxable property in the City of 
Manistee, in such an amount as required by said board of 
trustees, for the management, operation and maintenance of 
said Manistee public library, which amount shall not exceed 
one mill on the dollar of said taxable property; such taxes 
to be levied and collected in like manner with other general 
taxes of the City of Manistee. 

§ 220. Sbc. 9. The City Treasurer is hereby directed to 
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pay oyer, to the said board of trustees all moneys collected by 
him and belonging to said library fund. 

§ T21. Sec. 10. Any ordinance or ordinances inconsistent 
or in conflict herewith are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Granting to the Manistee, Filer City & Eastlake Railway 
Company, its successors and assigns, permission to con- 
struct, use, keep, operate, and maintain a street railway 
in the City of Manistee. 

Whereas, The Manistee, Filer City & Eastlake Railway 
Company is a body corporate, duly organized under the laws' 
of the State of Michigan; therefore the City of Manistee 
hereby ordains: 

§ 322. Sec. 1. That permission and authority Is hereby 
granted to and rested in the Manistee, Filer City & Eastlake 
Railway Company, a body corporate under the laws of this 
State, and its successors and assigns, to construct, use, keep^ 
operate, and maintain electric street railways, and furnish 
electrical power, with all necessary and conrenient tracks,, 
turnouts, sidetracks, switches, poles and wires upon the fol- 
lowing streets and avenues for the term of thirty (30) years 
from the date hereof. The route of said street railway shall 
be as follows, to wit: 

Route "A." Commencing at the intersection of Tamarack 
and First streets, running thence along First street to Spruce 
street, thence north along Spruce street to River street, thence 
easterly along River street to Division street, thence south 
on Division street to First street, thence east on First street 
to Sibben street, thence south on Sibben street to Fifth 
street, thence east on Fifth street to Kosciusko street, thence 
south on Kosciusko street to Eighth street, thence east oi^ 
Eighth street to Vine street, thence south on Vine street 
to city limits. 

Route "B." Commencing at the intersection of Thirteenth 
and Vine streets, running thence east along Thirteenth street 
to Main street, thence southerly on Main street to city limits. 

Route "C." Commencing at the intersection of Division 
street and River street, running thence easterly along River 
street to Hancock street, thence southerly along Hancock 
street to First street. 

Route "D.'^ Commencing at the intersection of Maple and 
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Biver streets, running thence northerly on Maple and Wash- 
ington streets to Harrison street, thence east along Harrison 
street to Cleveland street, thence north along Cleveland street 
to Monroe street, thence easterly on Monroe to Arthur street, 
thence northerly along Arthur street to city limits. 
^ Route "E." Commencing at the intersection of Maple and 
River streets, running thence south along Maple street to 
city limits. 

Route "F." Commencing at the intersection of Maple and 
Fourth streets, running thence westerly along Fourth street 
to Cedar street, thence south along Cedar street to Bryant 
avenue, thence westerly along Bryant avenue to citjy limits. 

§ 223. Sec. 2. (Amended August 19, 1902.) The rails of 
said street railway shall be laid four feet, eight and one-half 
inches gauge, and not to exceed one-half (^) inch above the 
grade of the street nor be allowed to sink below the grade, and 
shall conform to the grade of the street as now is or may 
hereafter be established, and shall be so constructed as least 
to inconvenience or obstruct public travel thereon. The 
tracks to be laid by said grantee in any of the streets, lanes 
or avenues of this city, whenever and wherever asphalt, 
vitrified brick, or bituminous macadam pavement is to be laid 
in any street, where said railway is now (or may hereafter)^ 
be operated, shall be laid in the center thereof, with at least 
a seven (7) inch ,tram or grooved girder rail, to weigh not 
less than seventy (70) pounds to the yard. 

Any pavement which shall be removed or damaged by said 
company for the purpose of repairing tracks, or otherwise, 
must be, by said railway company, without delay, repaired and 
restored to as good condition as it was before such removal or 
damage. Should said company elect to use animal power at 
any time, then said company shall maintain and keep in 
repair, at its own expense, the paving between the rails of 
said street railway on all streets that are now, or may here- 
after be paved. 

§ 224. Sec. 3. Nothing in this ordinance shall be so con- 
strued as to prevent the common council authorizing the 
laying down of pavement, water and gas pipes, and sewers, 
or taking up and repairing the same, or subjecting the street 
to any other legitimate use, provided compensation be made 
to the railway company for any loss or expense it may be 
subjected to by reason of such interference with any of the 
tracks or road beds of said railroad company, in the laying 
down of pavements, or in the construction of such water, gas 
and sewer pipes, or taking up and repairing the same by the 
person, persons, or corporation causing the same: Provided 
further, That the city shall not be liable to said railway com- 
4 
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pany for such interference on account of any street or other 
improvement made exclusively for itself, or for its exclusive 
benefit. 

§ 335. Sbc. 4. The rate of fare upon said street railway 
shall not exceed five (5) cents for each passenger for one 
continuous trip, and satchels in charge of passengers shall 
be carried free of charge: Provided, That when cars or 
carriages are hired for any specific purpose for a time, the 
rates hereby fixed shall not apply. 

§ 226. Sbc. 5. The cars to be used on said street railway 
shall be operated by electrical power, except that in case 
of accident to machinery, animals may be used, and shall 
be run as often as public convenience shall require and shall 
be at all times in style and equipment and accommodation, 
at least equal to those in use in other cities of like size in 
this State, and shall be comfortably warm in winter. 

§ 237. Sec. 6. No cars shall be allowed to stop on a cross- 
walk, nor in front of any intersecting street, except to avoid 
collision or to prevent danger to persons in the street, and 
when the conductor or driver of any car is requested to stop 
at the intersection of streets to receive or leave passengers, 
the cars shall be stopped so as to leave the rear platform 
slightly over the crossings, and the conductors shall not allow 
women or children to enter or leave the cars while said cars 
are in motion, nor at any time to get on or off the front 
platform. 

§ 238. Sec. 7. None but careful, sober, prudent men shall 
be employed to take charge of cars while on the road, and 
they shall use every precaution not to do injury to teams or 
carriages or persons on foot. 

§ 339. Sbc. 8. The cars shall at all times be entitled to 
the track, and any vehicle on the track of said railway shall 
turn out on the approach of the car so as to leave the track 
unobstructed, and the driver of any vehicle refusing to so 
turn out shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding five dollars, 
on conviction before the court of criminal jurisdiction in the 
<;ity of Manistee. 

§ 330. Sec. 9. The cars, after sunset, shall be provided 
with colored signal lights. 

§ 331. Sec. 10. If the said grantee, its successors or as 
signs, decide to use electricity as the motive power upon its 
street railway system in Manistee, then permission is hereby 
granted it to erect poles, place wires and other necessary 
appurtenances, under the direction and supervision of the 
common council, to successfully operate and maintain said 
electric street railway. 

§ 233. Sec. 11. The quality and location of poles and 
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wires needed for the use of such electric motor power shall 
be subject to such changes and modifications as may from 
time to time be prescribed by the common council for the 
protection of public or private interests. 

§ 233. Sbc. 12. The officials of the fire department shall 
have the power to cut (temporarily) any wires of said com- 
pany used in and about such electric power whenever deemed 
necessary for the protection of the city's interest during the 
prevalence of a fire or conflagration, and the said department 
shall have the righit to use any of the poles of said railway, 
when and wherever deemed desirable for the wires for said 
department. Said grantee shall have at its power station an 
electric mechanical gong connected with the fire alarm service 
of the city, to be used for transmitting signals at any time 
when it becomes necessary to have the current cut off the* 
wires of said railway during the progress of a fire, and imme- 
diately upon receipt of such signal at any time, said current 
shall be cut off and so remain until the officials of said rail- 
way are notified by the proper officials of the fire department 
of said city that said current may be turned on again. 

§ 334. Sbc. 13. Whenever at any time the said poles, 
wires or apparatus shall, in the opinion of the common coun- 
cil, need repairing or replacing, or making moreT safe and 
secure, the said grantee, its successors and assigns, shall im- 
mediately proceed to do such repairing, replacing, etc., as the 
common council may direct by resolution. 

§ 235. Sec. 14. By the acceptance of the permission and 
authority herein granted, the said grantee, its successors and 
assigns, hereby agrees to indemnify and save harmless the 
City of Manistee from any loss or expense to which it may be 
subjected for any damage or destruction that may be done to, 
or suffered by any one in his person or property by reason of 
the construction and operation of said railway, or by use of 
the motive power thereon. 

§ ;836. Sec. 15. The poles erected under this ordinance by 
said grantee, for its electrical power, shall be kept painted 
a different color from the poles used by the telephone, tele- 
graph and gas companies on said street. 

§ 237. Sec. 16. The common council hereby reserves the 
right to make such further rules, orders and regulations as 
may from time to time, by them be deemed necessary to pro- 
tect the interest, safety, welfare and accommodation of the 
public in relation to said railway, not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this ordinance, but they shall not reduce the 
rate of fare herein provided for. 

§ 338. Sec. 17. The powers and privileges conferred by 
this ordinance shall be limited to thirty (30) years, as set 
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out in section one of this ordinance from and after the date 
on which it was passed by the common council, and all ordi- 
nances, or parts of ordinances and all resolutions heretofore 
made or maintained, or passed, relating to street railways^ 
not consistent with the provisions of this ordinance, are here- 
by repealed. 

§ 339. 3bc. 18. If said grantee, its successors or assigns,, 
shall fail to complete and put in operation three miles of said 
street railway within the corporate limits of the City of Man- 
istee, on or before January 1st, ^ghteen hundred and ninety- 
four, not less than 2 miles of which shall be in operation by 
the first of January, eighteen hundred and ninety-three, then 
all the rights and privileges herein granted shall be forfeited. 

§ 240. Sec. 19. This ordinance shall be void and of no 
effect unless the grantee shall, within one month of the pas- 
sage, file an acceptance in writing with the city clerk, of the 
provisions herein contained, and commence work on said road 
on or before sixty days from the date of acceptance of said 
ordinance. 

§ 241. Sec. 20. The said grantee, its successors or as- 
signs, shall at all times, keep and maintain its offices and prin- 
cipal places of business within the limits of said City of Man- 
istee, and no person or corporation shall at any time operate 
any street car line within said city, under this ordinance, un- 
less such person or corporation shall have and maintain his^ 
her, or its office and principal place of business within said 
city.

AN ORDINANCE 

To govern and regulate .the operation and running of the elec- 
tric street cars belonging to the Manistee, Filer City & 
Eastlake Railway company, upon, over and across the Maple 
street bridge and the abutments and approaches thereto^ 
within the limits of the City of Manistee. 

§ 242. Sec. 1. The city of Manistee ordains, that the 
Manistee, Filer City and Eastlake Railway company shall not^ 
by its officer or officers, agent or agents, manager or man- 
agers, operator or operators, employe or employes, conductor 
or conductors, motorman or motormen, run or move its car 
or cars over, upon or across Maple street bridge, or the abut- 
ments or approaches thereto, within the limits of the city of 
Manistee, at a faster rate than two miles an hour. 
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§ 343. Sbc. 2. It shall not be lawful for any officer or 
officers, agent or agents, manager or managers, operator or 
operators, employe or employes, conductor or conductors, 
motorman or motormen, or any person or persons represent- 
ing, managing, operating, conducting, or running any car or 
cars for, or belonging to the Manistee, Filer City & Eastlake 
Railway company, to run or move any car or cars, for or be- 
longing to said railway company, over, upon, across the 
Maple street bridge or the abutments or approaches thereto 
within the limits of the city of Manistee, at a faster rate than 
two miles an hour. 

§ 244. &WC. 3. It shall not be lawful for the Manistee, 
Filer City & Eastlake railway company, by its officer or offi- 
cers, agent or agents, manager or managers, operator or opera- 
tors, employe or employes, conductor or conductors, motor- 
man or motormen, to tun, operate, or move more than one of 
its motor cars at a time, over, upon, or across the Maple street 
bridge, or the abutments or approaches to said bridge within 
the limits of the city of Manistee. 

§ 245. Sec. 4. It shall not be lawful for the officer or offi- 
cers, agent or agents, manager or managers, operator or oper- 
ators, employe or employes, conductor or conductors, or any 
other person or persons representing, managing, operating, 
conducting, or running any car or cars, for or belonging to 
the Manistee, Filer City & Eastlake Railway company, to run, 
operate, or move more than one motor car at a time belonging 
to or for said railway company, over, upon, or across the 
Maple street bridge or the abutments or approaches thereto, 
within the limits of the city of Manistee. 

§ 246. Sbc. 5. It shall not be lawful for the Manistee, 
Filer City & Eastlake Railway company, by its officer or offi- 
cers, agent or agents, manager or managers, operator or opera- 
tors, employe or employes, conductor or conductors, motor- 
man or motormen, to stop any of its cars on Maple street 
bridge, or on the abutments or approaches thereto within the 
limits of the city of Manistee, for the purpose of taking on, 
letting off or exchanging or transferring passengers or any 
person or persons to or from any of its car or cars. 

§ 247. Sec. 6. It shall not be lawful for the officer or offi- 
cers, agent or agents, manager or managers, operator or opera- 
tors, employe or employes, conductor or conductors, or any 
other person or persons, representing, managing, operating, 
conducting or running any car or cars belonging to, or for the 
Manistee, Filer City & Eastlake Railway company to stop 
any car or cars (belonging to or for said railway company) on 
Maple street bridge or on the abutments or approaches .there- 
to, within the limits of the city of Manistee for the purpose 
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of taking on, letting oflf, or exchanging or transferring pas- 
sengers or any person or persons, to or from any car or cars 
belonging to, or for said railway company. 

§ 248. Sec. 7. Any of the officer or officers, agent or 
agents, manager or managers, operator or operators, employe 
or employes, conductor or conductors, motorman or motor- 
men or any other person or persons, representing, managing, 
operating, conducting, or running any car or cars for, or be- 
longing to the Manistee, Filer City and Eastlake Railway 
company, who shall violate any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined the sum of not 
less than five (?5.00) dollars nor more than one hundred ($100) 
dollars and costs of prosecution, and in default of the pay- 
vient of said fine and costs, may be imprisoned in the county 
jail of Manistee county for any period not to exceed ninety 
days.

AN ORDINANCE 

Granting the Manistee Gas and Electric company of Manistee, 
Michigan, the right, power and authority to purchase, ac- 
quire or construct, and to operate and maintain an electric 
lighting and power -system in the City of Manistee, Manistee 
county, Michigan, and contracting with said Manistee Gas 
and Electric company for electric lighting for public pur- 
poses, and authorizing said Manistee Gas and Electric com- 
pany to vend electricity for lighting and power purposes. 

The City of Manistee, Manistee county, State of Michigan 
ordains : 

§ 249. Sec. 1. That permission and authority are hereby 
granted unto and vested in the Manistee Gas and Electric 
company (hereinafter called the grantee) its successors and 
assigns, to purchase, acquire or construct, and to maintain and 
operate an electric lighting and power system in the City 
of Manistee, Manistee county, State of Michigan, and for that 
purpose the right, power and authority is hereby granted unto 
and vested in said grantee to set up and maintain poles, and to 
string wires along over and across the streets, alleys, parks, 
avenues, roads, water-ways, bridges and public places in said 
City of Manistee, and to place, take down, repair and replace 
such poles and wires where it may be necessary for the manu- 
facture and distribution of electricity for lighting and power 
purposes. 
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The rights, privileges and franchises hereby granted shall 
be vested in the said grantee, its successors and assigns, 
for a period of thirty (30) years from and after the adoption 
of this ordinance. 

§ 350. Sec. 2. For the purpose of lighting the streets and 
public places of the said City of Manistee, grantee shall in- 
stall aiid equip for use not less than 111 enclosed long-burn- 
ing, alternating current, 2,000 nominal candle power arc lamps 
consuming approximately 450 watts of electrical energy each. 
One hundred and eleven of said arc lamps shall be installed 
at places where the public arc lamps now being used in light- 
ing the streets of said city are installed and being operated, 
provided, however, that should said city at any time desire 
the location of any of said lamps changed, then the grantee 
herein shall at the expense of said city change the location 
of said lamps as may be ordered changed, charging the city 
the actual cost of making such change. The city may by 
proper resolution cause the number of arc street lamps to 
be increased from time to time as the needs of the city 
may require, provided, < however, that if the system of the 
grantee does not extend to the locality where such addi- 
tional lamp or lamps may be ordered, the grantee shall with- 
out unnecessary delay extend its system, it being under- 
stood and agreed that the city shall order installed at least 
one public arc lamp for each 500 feet of extension of the 
system, and such additional lamp or lamps so ordered and 
installed shall be maintained and kept lighting continuously 
as herein provided for from the day of its installation to the 
expiration of this contract. The city shall afford a reasonable 
length of time for the grantee to install any such additional 
lamp or lamps, or change the location of any of the aforesaid 
lamps that may be hereafter ordered, but the location of no 
lamp shall be changed, or any new additional lamps ordered 
without the consent of the grantee at any time during the 
month of December, January or February^ of any year nor at 
any time after January 1st, 1911. At all times during the 
life of this franchise the grantee shall furnish sufficient elec- 
tricity to properly operate said system and all lights that may 
be from time to time hereafter required by said city. 
Such public arc lamps are hereby rented by said city, or 
which may be hereafter rented by said city in accordance here- 
with, shall be operated, lighted and extinguished according 
to what is known as the **Philadelphia Moonlight Schedule,'' 
and shall also be lighted and operated on cloudy and dark 
nights when the moon is obscured, and on which said schedule 
does not call for lights. If for any reason not the fault of 
said city such lights ar6 not furnished or maintained in ac- 
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cordance herewith for any period, then there shall be deducted 
from the compensation hereinafter provided for, a sum propor- 
tionate to the period such lights are not furnished. 

§ 251. Sec. 3. In consideratiop of the installation and 
maintenai^ce of the said electric lighting plant and system 
herein provided for, and in further consideration of the mutual 
covenants and agreements of this franchise, the said City of 
Manistee agrees to rent and does hereby rent from said gran- 
tee for a period of ten years, beginning on the 17th day of 
September, 1901, and ending on the 17th day of September, 
1911, not less than 111 public arc street lamps, such as are 
hereinbefore described at an annual rental of f70.00 for each 
of said 111 lamps, all bills for public lighting to be paid 
monthly to the grantee, or in such manner as it may designate. 
For- each additional lamp to the said 111 lamps that may be 
ordered by said city, the said city shall pay an annual rental 
of 170.00 in the manner and at the time above specified. 

The said grantee shall furnish free of charge to said city, 
current with which to operate twenty incandescent lights 
of not less than sixteen candle-power each, same to be used 
in the city Fire Department, said grantee to furnish same dur- 
ing the period covered by the public lighting contract herein 
provided for. 

§ 252. Sec. 4. Permission and authority are hereby granted 
unto the grantee to vend electricity for commercial and domes- 
tic lighting purposes to the citizens of Manistee, and to per- 
sons and concerns located or doing business therein during 
the life of this franchise, and in consideration thereof, grantee 
is hereby given. the right to charge and collect not to exceed 
the following rates : 

To consumers 25,000 watts or less per month, ten cents per 
1,000 watts. 

To consumers using more than 25,000 watts and less than 
50,000 watts per month, nine cents per 1,000 watts. 

To consumers using more than 50,000 watts and less than 
75,000 watts per month, eight cents per 1,000 watts. \ 

To consumers using more than 75,000 watts and less than 
100,000 watts per month, seven cents i)er 1,000 watts. 

To consumers using more than 100,000 watts per month, 
six cents per 1,000 watts. 

The foregoing amounts shall be determined by meter meas- 
urement, meters to be furnished to consumers by grantee, it 
being understood that the grantee shall have the right to 
make a minimum charge of |1.00 per calendar month from 
each consumer. 

The city shall have the right to appoint a representative, 
who shall accompany the representative of the grantee in 
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making the readings of the meters used by the company at 
the time, and such representative of the city shall immedi- 
ately file his report thereof with the city clerk of said city. 
I Any person deeming himself aggrieved by any alleged over- 
charge may have redress, and have the same corrected by ap- 
plying to the record of such readings in the office of the 
eity clerk of such City of Manistee, and the said grantee shall 
make its bills to consumers to conform to the above schedule 
of rates as measured by said meters, and as read by said 
representatives. 

§ 253- Sec. 5. Wherever the term "grantee'' is used or 
understood herein, it shall be understood as referring to the 
Manistee Gas and Electric company, its successors and as- 
signs. 

§ 354. Sbsc. 6. Grantee hereby agrees to abide by and ob- 
serve all ordinances of the iOity of Manistee now in force or 
hereafter by it made, not inconsistent herewith, and to ex- 
ecute a bond to the City of Manistee in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars conditioned for their faithful discharge of 
the provisions of this ordinance. 

§ 355^ Sec. 7. Grantee shall during the life of this fran- 
chise, maintain their principal office in the City of Manistee, 
and shall at all times have a superintendent or other officer 
in charge thereof, upon whom service of process against gran- 
tee will be accepted. 

§ 356. Sec. 8. The grantee shall file its written accept- 
ance of the provisions of this ordinance within thirty days 
after the adoption and approval thereof in the office of the 
city clerk of the City of Manistee. , 

§ 257. Sec. 9. This ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its adoption, approval and publication. 

§ 258. Sec. 10. All ordinances and parts of ordinances 
in conflict herewith, are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Granting the Manistee Gas and Electric company the right, 
power and authority to purchase acquire, construct and to 
maintain and operate a gas works and system in the City of 
Manistee, Manistee county, and State of Michigan. 

The City of Manistee ordains : 

§ 259. Sec. 1; The permission, right, power and authority 
is hereby granted unto and vested in Manistee Gas and Elec- 
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trie company (hereinafter called the "grantee"), its successors' 
and assigns, to lay, establish, construct, acquire, purchase, 
maintain and operate a gas works plant and system in the 
City of Manistee, Manistee county, State of Michiga^n, and for 
that purpose the right, privilege and authority are hereby 
granted the said grantee, to lay, establish, maintain and 
operate its mains, pipes, valves and all other necessary ap- 
purtenances thereto under, upon, in and along any and all 
of the streets, alleys, roads, bridges, parks and other public 
places in the said City of Manistee, Manistee County, Michi- 
gan. 

The rights, privileges and franchises hereby granted shall 
be vested in the said grantee for a period of 30 years (thirty 
years) from and after the adoption and approval of this ordi- 
nance. 

§ 360. Sec. 2. Wherever there is a public alley extending 
through any block, the mains of said grantee shall in such 
case be laid in such alley, when practicable, and no mains or 
pipe shall be laid in such manner as to obstruct the public 
travel of any street, alley, bridge, water or other public place 
of said city. 

Before proceeding to excavate for the laying of new pipes 
or mains in any street or other public place in said city, 
grantee shall obtain from said city or its duly authorized 
committee or representative, written permission to make such 
excavations, which written permit shall specify particularly 
the places where such excavations are to be made. 

§ 261. Sec. 3. At all times during the life of the fran- 
chise, grantee shall have the right to sell and vend to the 
citizens of said city, and to persons and concerns located or 
doing businiess therein, gas for fuel and illuminating pur- 
poses, to be not less than twenty candle-power, and not to 
exceed the following rates : 

For illuminating, fuel and other purposes not to exceed 
?1.25 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

§ 262. Sec. 4. All planking or other pavement in any 
street or alley that may be taken up by said grantee, or its 
successors or assigns, shall be replaced in a good workman- 
like manner, and left in the same condition as it was before 
it was removed. All trenches must be filled up with earth 
or gravel and tamped or rammed within twenty-four hours 
after mains or pipes are laid or repairs made, and the plank- 
ing or pavement taken up, relaid within forty-eight hours 
after filling, in a workmanlike manner, so that no settling 
will occur, and said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall 
refill or retamp or ram such trench, and in planked or paved 
streets, relay the same immediately on notification by the 
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mayor, marshal, street committee or city council, that sucl^ 
settling has occurred. If a trench is left open over night, 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, shall erect proper bar- 
ricades and place red lights thereon to burn from darkness 
to daylight. All rubbish caused by the work must be re- 
moved from the streets, alleys, or other public grounds im- 
mediately upon completion of the work. 

§ 263. Sec. 5. Whenever the pavement on any streets or 
alleys shall be taken up, and such streets or alleys repaved, 
' service pipes and mains (when not previously laid) shall, upon 
notification by the mayor, marshal, street committee or city 
council, be laid to the curb by said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, during the time when such pavement is up., 

§ 264. Sbc. 6. Each house, store, manufactory or other 
building, wherein gas, manufactured by the said Manistee Gas 
& Electric company is consumed, shall have a separate, dis- 
tinct and individual service pipe, and each house, store, manu- 
factory or other building Wherein gas is required, shall be 
connected by said grantee, to its mains when required, at 
such reasonable prices as are usually charged by other like 
companies for such work. Each of said service pipes shall 
have a cut-off at the curb, and the chief of the fire department 
of said city shall be furnished by said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, with a key to such cut-off, so that in case of fire 
in any such house, store, manufactory or other building, he 
may cut off the gas therefrom. 

§ 265. Sec. 7. In case suit is brought against said city 
for damages or injuries arising from the negligence of said 
grantee, its agents or employees, said grantee, upon receiving 
notice in writing so to do, shall be required to appear and 
defend the same in the name of the city or otherwise and 
pay and satisfy any judgment that may thereafter be rendered 
against said city in such action, and save said city harmless 
therein. 

§ 266, Sec. 8. Said grantee shall be under no obligations 
or be compelled to lay a new gas pipe line, unless there shall 
be along the same, an average of at least one customer or gas 
consumer to every two hundred feet of pipe. 

§ 267. Sec. 9. The said city reserves the right to here- 
after make such rules and regulations in regard to the laying 
of pipes and mains and the operation of said plant, as may 
be necessary or required to protect the rights of said city and 
the inhabitants thereof. 

§ 268. Sec. 10. In case this grantee shall for a continu- 
ous period of three months, cease to operate its plant, and 
to furnish gas to consumers, such cessation of operation shall 
be deemed to be a surrender of this franchise and all rights 
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hereby granted shall at once cease and terminate, except in 
case of fire or other destruction of the grantee's plant, by or 
from any cause beyond the control of said grantee; in which 
ease said grantee shall rebuild or repair its plant and furnish 
gas to its patrons within a reasonable time, or this ordinance 
shall be null and void as aforesaid. 

§ 269. Sec. 11. Grantee shall file its written acceptance 
of the provisions of this ordinance with the city clerk of said 
city within thirty days after its adoption and approval. 

§ 370W Sec. 12. Wherever the term "grantee" is used here- 
in, it shall be understood as meaning and including Manistee 
Gas & Electric company, its successors and assigns. 

§ 371. Sec. 13. Grantee shall, during the life of this fran- 
chise maintain their principfeil office in the City of Manistee 
and shall at all times have a superintendent or other officer 
in charge thereof, upon whom service of process against gran- 
tee will be accepted. 

§ 372. Sec. 14. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith, are hereby repealed. 

§ 373. Sec. 15. This ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its adoption, approval and publication.

AN ORDINANCE 

Granting permission to the Benzie County Telephone com- 
pany to erect, maintain and operate telephone lines. 

§ 374. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that the 
Benzie County Telephone company of Benzonia, Michigan, 
its representatives and assigns, is hereby authorized and per- 
mitted to construct, maintain and operate in said City of 
Manistee and under the bed of Manistee river, a line of tele- 
phone poles and wires thereon, and electrical and telephonic 
apparatus to be used for telephone purposes only, by means 
of electricity, which said line of poles and wires shall extend 
on Arthur street, from a point where said street intersects 
the northern limits of said city to Monroe street, thence west 
on Monroe street to Washington street, thence south on 
Washington street to the Manistee river, thence under the bed 
of the Manistee river to the south side thereof, thence south 
on Maple street to the southern limits of the city. 

§ 375. Sec. 2. Such telephone poles, when placed upon 
said streets, shall not be less than 35 feet in height. No 
poles shall be-erected and placed on said streets in said city, 
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except upon filing, with the common council, specifications, 
showing the location of each pole, subject to the approval 
of the council. That such telephone poles and lines of wire 
to be strung thereon shall be put up in such manner as not 
to interfere with the lines of any telephone company or elec- 
tric light company now having lines and operating under 
ordinances in said city. And the City of Manistee shall have 
the right and privilege of using any or all of said company's 
telephone poles within said city for the purpose of attach- 
ing thereto the city fire alarm and police wires, upon such 
portion of said polps or the arms thereof as the city may 
desire, but the same shall be placed thereon and maintained 
at the exi)ense of the city. 

§ 276. Sec. 3. The city shall also have the right to use 
said poles without charge. for such other purposes in the in- 
terest of the public and the city as the common council there- 
of may determine. Provided, however, that such use shall 
be consistent with the purpose for which the same are erected 
and that the same can be used without interfering with the 
business of the said Benzie County Telephone Company^ its 
representatives and assigns and, provided, further, that in 
case the city shall permit other companies or corporations to 
use said poles subject to the .provisions herein contained, that 
the same shall only be used upon the payment of reasonable 
compensation therefor to said Benzie County Telephone Com- 
pany, its representatives and assigns. 

• § 277« Sec. 4. The rates for telephone services from the 
said City of Manistee, over the lines of the said Benzie County 
Telephone Company, as the same are now established shall 
not exceed twenty-five cents per message, for the use of said 
lines for five minutes or less, and reasonable messenger serv- 
ice fees. 

§ 278. Sec. 5. No street used by said company, or its rep- 
resentatives and assigns, shall be obstructed by its agents 
while erecting poles, supports or wires longer than is neces- 
sary. 

§ 279. Sec. 6. No poles shall be placed or kept in such a 
position as to injure any curb or drain or interfere with or 
injure any wire, telegraph lines or apparatus, and if, in plac- 
ing the same, any damage is done to any curb or drain, the 
same shall be properly repaired at the expense of the com- 
pany. 

§ 280, Sec. 7. All poles erected shall be shaved and kept 
in an upright position, and shall be placed and the wires on 
them so trained, as to avoid causing, as far as reasonably 
practicable, obstruction in any of said streets. 

§ 281. Sec. 8. Twenty-four hours' notice shall be giveh 
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the street comiuissioner before erecting any poles under this 
ordinance, and they shall then be erected under his direction. 

§ 2S2. Sec. 9. Any failure on the part of the said Benzie 
County Telephone Company, its representatives and assigns, 
to do or perform anything required by the terms of this or 
any other ordinance of said city, or any rules or regulations 
of a board of police and fire commissioners that may here- 
after be established in said city, shall be sufficient ground for 
the revocation of all rights and privileges granted hereby, and 
thereupon the common council, upon a vote of two- thirds 
of all the aldermen elect, shall have power to revoke the same. 
Provided, however, that such power of revocation shall only 
be exercised after such company shall have been served with 
written notice, at least ten days theretofore, requiring it to 
comply with the terms of such ordinances, and specifying par- 
ticularly in what manner the same are alleged to have been 
violated, and the said company shall have failed or refused 
to comply therewith within said time. 

§ 283- Sec. 10. This ordinance shall be void unless ac- 
cepted by said company in writing within sixty days from the 
date of its approval, and shall continue in full force and effect 
for the term of twenty years from and after said date, and the 
said line is to be completed and in operation by October first, 
1901.

Relative to electric lighting and poles, and wires used therefor. 

§ 284. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no per- 
son shall erect or maintain within the limits of the City of 
Manistee, any poles, wires, or lamps, for the purpose of elec- 
tric lighting without first naaking application therefor to the 
common council in writing, and filing in the oftice of the city 
clerk a good and sufficient bond, in an amount and with 
sureties to be approved by the common council, conditional 
that the principal will comply with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 

§ 285. Sec. 2. At the filing of said bond, such person 
shall also file with said city clerk a complete diagram show- 
ing precisely the number and location of all poles, wliich dia- 
gram shall be approved by the council before any poles can 
be erected. 

§ 286. Sec. 3. Persons erecting poles under the provisions 
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id thin ordinance shall file with the City Clerk a sworn state- 
ment of the aeenrate cost of poles, and erecting the same. 
All poles to be straight, and of uniform size, and not less than 
forty feet above gronnd, and to be, and remain nnder the con- 
trol of the connciU s^i far as to permit their use by other 
parties for lighting purposes, upon payment of a reasonable 
portion of the cost of poles and patting np of same, and by 
the city free of charge for purpose of maintaining fire alano, 
telegraph, and telephone wires, for pablic use. Any and all 
(loles to lie removed when ordered by the council. Wires to 
be not less than twenty feet above ground at any point. 

§ 287. Sec. 4. Xo person, corporation, or company, erect- 
ing or maintaining within the limits of said City of Manistee, 
any poles, wires, or lamps for the purpose of electric lighting 
or jKiwer, shall at any time enter into any combination with 
any other person, corporation or company, engaged in the 
business of supplying electric lights, or power within said 
city, concerning rates to be charged for electric lighting or 
power, either to the city or to private consumers, nor shall 
such person or corporation make any consolidation, transfer 
or division of the territory, streets, or avenues of the city with 
any other person, corporation, or company engaged in said 
business. Any violation of any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall work a forfeiture on the part of such person, cor- 
poration, or company, to the said City of Manistee, of all 
privileges or franchises granted under this ordinance. 

§ ^!^. Hec. 5. Any and all persons or corporations, which 
are now, or may hereafter operate an electric lighting or 
power plant, and who shall use the streets, alleys, or public 
places within the limits of said City of Manistee, for the erec- 
tion of poles and stringing of wires, shall erect and maintain 
at its power station, an electric mechanical gong, connected 
with the fire alarm service of said city, and so arranged that 
when an alarm is transmitted to the said fire department of 
said city a like alarm will be transmitted to the said power 
stations. 

§ 289. Hbc. 0. Immediately upon receiving such signal, 
the current shall be cut off the wires in the district from 
which said alarm was sent, and such curi*ent shall remain so 
cut off until the person or persons in charge of said power 
stations are notified by the proper officials of said Fire Depart- 
ment, that said current may be turned on. 

§ 390. Rhc. 7. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine of two hundred 
dollars, or imprisonment in the county jail not more than 
ninety days, or both fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 
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§ 391. Sec. 8. An ordinance relative to electric lighting^ 
approved Nov. 11, 1886, and the amendments thereto, approved 
Dec. 3, 1890, are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to auctioneers, hawkers, peddlers and pawnbrokers^ 

The City of Manistee ordains as follows : 

§ 392. Sec. 1. No person or persons shall engage in the 
business of hawking or packing, or other peddling in the 
streets or other public places, or from door to door, in the City 
of Maiiistee, or of pawnbroker or auctioneer, or sell or cry off 
at auction, any goods, wares, or merchandise within said city,, 
without first obtaining a license so to do from the council 
of said city. 

§ 393. Sec. 2. (Am. Dec. 16, 1891.) The license of every 
auctioneer is hereby fixed at the sum of |10 per day, provided 
that this ordinance shall not apply to any person selling prop- 
erty by virtue of a legal process or under a mortgage. 

§ 294. Sec. 3. Each pawnbroker shall pay a license of |5(> 
per year to be paid into the treasury of said city before en- 
gaging in said business. 

§ 295, Sec. 4. Every person, whether traveling on foot or 
with a team or other vehicle, who shall barter or exchange 
any goods, wares, merchandise, books, medicine, jewelry, or 
other articles of value, at any place upon the streets, alleys 
or other places, or from any stand at any place upon the 
streets, alleys, or other public places of said city, shall be 
deemed a hawker or peddler and required to pay a license fee 
of f3 per day. Every such license shall set forth the kind of 
goods or merchandise the applicant desires to sell or peddle, 
and he shall not be permitted to sell any other goods, wares,, 
or merchandise than those mentioned in said license. Pro- 
vided, that persons engaged in selling vegetables, berries,.- 
garden or farm produce, fresh meats, newspapers and peri- 
odicals, and children under the age of 12 years residing in 
said city, shall not be deemed hawkers, or peddlers under thi» 
ordinance. 

§ 296. Sec. 5. No person, having obtained a license as 
aforesaid, shall occupy any public street, alley, or public place, 
in said city, without first obtaining the, permission of the 
owner or occupant of the building or premises in front of 
which he desires to stand, nor in such a manner as to inter- 
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fere with the ordinary passage or business of the streets or 
walks of said city ; and it shall be the doty of the city marshal 
to prevent such persons from occupying any street, alley or 
public place in said city, if they shall in any manner disturb 
the public peace, notwithstanding such license may have been 
obtained. 

§ 297. Sec. 6. Any person violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding ^0.00 and costs of prosecution, and in default 
of the i)ayment of such line and costs, shall be imprisoned in 
the Manistee county jail for a period not exceeding sixty days. 

§ 298. Sbc. 7. All ordinances inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

To prohibit itinerant merchants and transient venders of mer- 
chandise from carrying on business, and to provide for licens- 
ing same. 

§ 299. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, That any 
itinerant merchant or transient vender of merchandise who, 
not having a license, as hereinafter provided, shall by himself, 
his agent or clerk, sell or offer to sell, any article or personal 
property whatever, within the corporate limits of the City of 
Manistee, whether said offer to sell is made within a room 
or otherwise, shall be fined not less than ten dollars and not 
more than one hundred dollars for each day and every day, or 
part of a day, he so sells or offers to sell. 

§ 300. Sec. 2. Every person who shall not have the bona 
fide intention of locating and maintaining his business in the 
City of Manistee, for at least the period of one year, and 
every person who shall refuse to take the oath and gire the 
security hereinafter provided for, shall be deemed an itinerant 
merchant or transient vender of merchafidise, within the 
meaning of this ordinance. 

' § 301* Sec. 3. Every person who shall engage in the busi- 
ness of selling any goods, wares, merchandise, or personal 
property of whatsoever kind or nature, shall, when requested 
so to do by the mayor, city clerk or marshal, make and sub- 
scribe the following oath : -

City of Manistee, Manistee County, Michigan, and that it is 
bona fide intention to carry on said busi- 
ness within said city for at least the period of one year from 
this date. 

Any such person shall, when requested so to do, by the 
mayor, city clerk, or marshal, enter info a bond to the city, 
with approved security, in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
conditioned that in case he shall, before the lapse of said 
I)eriod of one year, discontinue said business, he shall pay the 
city the same license per day, as hereinafter provided to be 
paid by itinerant merchants and transient venders of mer- 
chandise. 

§ 302* Sec. 4. An itinerant merchant, or transient vender 
of merchandise, may procure a license to carry on his business 
upon the payment to the city clerk in advance, the sum of 
five dollars for each and every day he so carries on the same. 

§ 303- Sec. 5. Nothing in this ordinance shall prevent 
any person from peddling or otherwise selling product of his 
farm or garden. 

§ 304. Sec. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with the provisions of this ordinance are^hereby re- 
pealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to licensing shows, theaters, concerts and other pub- 
lic exhibitions and entertainments. (Am. July 8th, 1896.) 

The City of Manistee ordains as follows: 

§ 305. Sec. 1. No person or persons, company or com- 
panies, shall make or exhibit in this city, any circus, menag- 
•erie, play, game or theatrical exhibition, or representation, or 
give any concert, V4>cal or instrumental, or exhibit any natural 
or artificial curiosity, or give any public entertainment or 
amusement of any kind, for ^hich pay is demanded or re- 
ceived, without a license from the common council, and no 
person shall knowingly allow or permit any building, yard or 
place owned or possessed by him, to be used for the accommo- 
dation of such exhibition, unless a license therefor, as afore- 
said, shall have been first obtained and shown to such owner 
or possessor. 

§ 306. Sec. 2. There shall be paid into the treasury of 
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said city, by the owner, owners or managers of every manag- 
erie, or circus, or combination thereof, exhibited within the 
limits of the city, before any exhibition thereof shall be al- 
lowed to take place, a license fee according to the rate of 
admission into the same, as follows : 

Where the price of admission is fifty cents for an adult a 
license fee of flOO.OO shall be paid, and where the price of 
admission for an adult is greater or less than fifty cents a 
greater or less license fee shall be paid in the like proportion. 

§ 307. Sec. 3. The manager or managers of every theater, 
opera or concert company, to which an admission fee shall be 
charged, made or exhibited in said city shall pay into the 
city treasury a license fee of five dollars for one day, and for 
a greater number of days, three dollars per day, unless, the 
owner, possessor or manager of the opera house or building 
in which such opera, theatricals, concert or entertainment is 
given, shall have paid into the qity treasury an annual license 
fee for giving such entertainments therein, which said annual 
license fee is hereby fixed at the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars, in which case the managers of such entertainment shall 
not be required to pay a license. 

§ 308. Sec. 4. Any person or persons desiring to give any 
show, game, performance, play or exhibition in said city, not 
provided for in sections two and three of this ordinance, shall 
pay into th6 city treasury a license fee of three dollars per 
day. 

§ 309. Sec. 5. This ordinance shall not extend to any ex- 
hibition -or entertainment by any public or private school, or 
to any concert or entertainment given for the exclusive benefit 
of any church or benevolent object in this city. 

§ 310. Sec. 5. Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions or requirements of this ordinance, on conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, and costs of prosecution, or by imprisonment 
in the Manistee county jail, for a period not exceeding sixty 
days. 

§ 311. Sec. 7. All ordinances inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 313. Sec. 8. Nothing in section three of this ordinance 
shall be construed to apply to any charitable, benevolent or 
mutual aid society owning a hall or an opera house in the 
City of Manistee, and whose revenues are used for such char- 
itable or benevolent or mutual aid purposes.

AN ORDINANCE 

To prevent the putting or depositing of sawdust or other 
waste material in piles or heaps at any place within the 
limits of the City of Manistee. 

§ 313- Sec. 1. It is hereby ordained by the common 
council of the City of Manistee, that it shall be unlawful 
for any person to cast, put or deposit anywhere within the 
limits of the said City of Manistee, any sawdust or other 
waste material of any kind whatsoever, in piles or heaps, 
or in large quantities, or permit or allow the same to be 
done. Provided, That it sl^all be lawful for any person so 
to deposit such material when designated for immediate 
removal, 

§ 314. Sec. 2.. Any person or persons offending against 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine 
not to exceed ninety dollars (f 90.00) together with the costs 
of the prosecution, and in default of the payment of such 
fine and costs of prosecution, to imprisonment in the county 
jail of Manistee county for a period of not less than ten 
nor more than ninety days. 

§ 315* Sec. 3. This ordinance shall take immediate effect.

AN ORDINANCE 

To provide for the prevention of putting any refuse lumber, 
sawdust, slabs, waste materials, sand, filth, etc., into the 
navigable waters within the limits of the City of Manistee; 
Mic'higan. 

§ 316. Sec. 1. It is hereby ordained by the common 
council of the City of Manistee, Michigan, That no person 
shall cast, put or deposit into the Manistee river or Manistee 
lake, within the limits of the City of Manistee, any refuse 
lumber, sawdust, slabs, waste materials, sand, filth, manure, 
or any obstruction, or allow the same to be done, under a 
penalty of not less than $25.00 nor more than $75.00, together 
with the costs of prosecution, for each and every offence, and 
in the deflault of the payment of such penalty, to imprison- 
ment in the county jail for a period of not less than ten day» 
or more than thirty days. 
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§ 317, Sec. 2. This ordinance shall take immediate effect. 
Approved July 17, 1877. 



AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to water crafts and the obstruction of navigation 
within the city limits. 

§ 318. Sec. 1. It is hereby ordained by the common 
council of the City of Manistee, That it shall be and is 
hereby made the duty of the harbor master to. regulate and 
supervise the proper anchorage, movement, shifting and re- 
moval of any and all water crafts in the Manistee river or 
Manistee lake, in front of or in any dock, wharf or slip within 
the limits of said city. 

§ 319- Sec. 2. It shall, and is hereby made the duty of 
the owner or owners, engineer or person in charge of any 
steamboat, propeller, tug or any other water craft of what- 
soever name or description, when such water craft shall be 
navigating the waters of Manistee river between lake Man- 
istee and lake Michigan, to use and employ all necessary 
care and diligence not to obstruct the channel of said river 
in any manner, to the detriment of the navigation thereof 
by other vessels or water crafts. 

§ 3ao. Sec. 3. If any water craft navigating said river 
as aforesaid, shall get aground or become fast upon the bot- 
tom, the master or person in charge thereof, shall use every 
means in his power to get such vessel or water craft off, 
and for that purpose shall use such tug or tugs, and such 
other means as may be usual and proper, and unless such 
vessel or craft shall be got off within six hours, the harbor 
master shall have power to order the lightening of such 
vessel or water craft l>y the removal of such portion of her 
cargo as may be necessary, at the expense of the owner of 
such vessel or water craft. 

§ 331. Sec. 4. The owner, master, or person in charge of 
any water craft who shall disregard or violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall on conviction thereof, for- 
feit and pay to said city a flue of not more than one hundred 
* dollars nor less than ten dollars, together with the costs 
of prosecution, and in default of the payment of such fine 
and c^sts of prosecution within a time to be fixed in the 
sentence of the court, shall be imprisoned in the common 
jail of Manistee county for a period of not less than five 
days nor more than ninety days, and in addition shall be 
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liable to pay a penalty of ten dollars for each and every 
hour that such water craft shall remain so as to obstruct the 
navigation of said river in excess of twelve hours from the 
time such craft shall have become an obstruction to naviga- 
tion as aforesaid. 

§ 322. Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the mayor, marshal 
or harbor master to enforce this ordinance, and to make 
complaint of any violation thereof that may come to their 
knowledge. 

§ 323. Sec. 6. An ordinance entitled "An ordinance rela- 
tive to water crafts and the obstruction of navigable waters 
within the city limits," approved April 17th, 1869, is hereby 
repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

To prohibit fishing with seines or nets within the limits of 
the City of Manistee. 

§ 324. (Amended June 17, 1885.) Sec. 1. The City of Man- 
istee ordains, that it shall not be lawful for any person or 
persons to seine or fish with nets anywhere within the city 
limits of Manistee. 

§ 325, Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for any person or 
persons to draw or land their nets or seines anywhere on 
the shores of lake Michigan or Manistee river within the 
limits of said city. 

§ 326. Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding ten dol- 
lars and costs of prosecution for the first offence, and twenty- 
five dollars and costs of prosecution for the second offence, 
and in default of the payilient of said fine and costs, the court 
shall have power to sentence the offender to the common 
jail of Manistee county for a period of time not exceeding 
ninety days.

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AN ORDINANCE 

With reference to tugs and steam crafts engaged in towing 
upon the Manistee river. 

§ 337. Shc. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that all 
tugs, or steam crafts used in towing upon the, Manistee river, 
shall be so constructed by removal of spars and placing of 
joint in smoke stack, as to admit of such tug or steam craft 
passing any and all bridges upon said river, (within the 
limits of the city) without requiring the bridge to be swung 
or opened. ' 

§ 328. Sec. 2. All owners and masters of tugs or other 
steam crafts, or either of them, who shall run* any tug or 
other steam craft without being so constructed, and failing 
to comply with the provisions of this ordinance, shall be 
punished by a fine not less than twenty-five doljars and costs, 
and not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs, and in the 
imposition of any such fine and costs the court may make a 
further sentence that in default of the payment thereof, the 
offenders be comnaitted to the county jail of Manistee county 
for any period not exceeding ninety days. 

§ 329. Sec. 3. This ordinance ^hall not apply to steam 
barges engaged in carrying lumber to Chicago and other 
ports.

AN OEDINANCE 

Kelative to steam whistles. 

§ 330. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no 
person shall blow or cause to be blown the steam whistle 
of any steamboat, tug or any other boat for any purpose 
whatsoever, while lying at any wharf or dock in said city, 
or when approaching or leaving such wharf or dock, or when 
passing through any bridge in said city from the time said 
boat shall have entered the approach of such bridge, until 
it shall have passed through such bridge, and beyond the 
opposite approach, or when running in the river in said city, 
except when absolutely necessary as a signal of danger, and 
in cases and under circumstances prescribed by the laws 
and regulations of the United States requiring the use of 
such whistles. 
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§ 331. Sec, 2. No persons shall blow or cause to be blown 
the steam whistle of any locomotive engine within the limits 
of the City of Manistee for any purpose except to avoid 
collisions or in cases of imminent danger or absolute neqes- 
sity. 

§ 332- Sec. 3. No person shall blow or cause to be blown 
within the city limits of th^ City of Manistee any stationary 
steam whistle for more than three seconds at one time ex- 
cept in case of danger, or to avoid accident, or in case of 
absolute necessity. 

§ 333- Bec. 4. Any person violating or failing to com- 
ply with the provisions of this ordinance shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars and costs of prosecution, 
and in the imposition of such fine and costs, the court may 
make a further sentence that the offender be imprisoned in 
the common jail of Manistee county until the payment 
thereof, for any term not exceeding sixty days.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to the speed of steam crafts on the Manistee river. 

§ 334- Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that no 
person or persons shall run or cause to be run any steam 
craft of any description on any of the navigable waters 
within the limits of said city, faster than four miles an hour. 

§ 335. Sec. 2. All steam craft or crafts running upon said 
waters shall, when passing any other water craft moored 
or fastened to any dock, wharf or landing or boom or raft 
of logs slacken their speed, or check- or stop their engine, 
so as not to break any line, chain or fastening, or in any 
manner damage or injure any water craft, boom or raft of 
logs so moored or fastened to any dock, wharf or .landing. 

§ 336. Sec. 3. Any person or persons violating any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall, upon conviction thereof, 
pay a fine of not less than ten dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars, and in default of the payment thereof be imprisoned 
in the county jail for any period less than thirty days, in the 
discretion of the court.

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AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to the aiding or resisting certain officers. 

§ 337- Sec, 1. It is liereby ordained by the couimon 
council of the City of Manistee, Michigan, that whenever 
the marshal, deputy marshal, any constable, policeman, tire 
warden, alderman or other officer of said city shall, in the 
discharge of his lawful duties, be engaged in the arrest of 
any person or persons, for the violation of any ordinance of 
said city, it shall be lawful for such officer when, in hia 
judgment, it shall be necessary, to command the assistance 
of any by-stander or bystanders in the making of such arrest, 
and any person so required shall render assistance to such 
officer in making such arrest, and in oase of neglect or refusal 
to render such assistance may be punished as hereinafter 
mentioned. 

§ 338- Sbc. 2. No person shall wilfully obstruct, resist, 
or oppose any officer of said city while in the performance 
of any official duty. 

§ 339- Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions of this 
ordinance, shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
of not exceeding fifty dollars, together with the costs of 
prosecution, and in default of the payment of such fine and 
costs of ^prosecution within, a time to be stated in the sen- 
tence of the court, to imprisonment in the common jail of 
• Manistee county for a period not exceeding sixty days. 

§ 340W Sec. 4. An ordinance entitled "An ordinance rela- 
tive to the aiding and resisting of certain officers," approved 
September 18th, 1869, is hereby repealed. .

To protect the hose and fire engines. 

§ 341- Sec. 1. It is hereby ordained by the common 
council of the City of Manistee, That no person shall drive 
any wagon, cart, car, sleigh, or vehicle of any description 
whatsoever, over the hose belonging to the fire department 
of the City of Manistee, laid in the streets or alleys, at the 
occurrence of any fire, or at any alarm of fire. 

§ 343. Sbg. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the 
preceding section, shall, on conviction thereof, be punished 
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by a 'fine not ejfceeding ten dollars, together with the cost of 
prosecution, and in default of the payment of such fine and 
costs of prosecution, within a time to be stated in the sentence 
of the court, to imprisonment in the common jail of Manistee 
county for a term not exceeding twenty days. 
' § 343- Shc. 3. Any person or persons who shall any time 
cut, prick, mutilate or destroy any hose belonging to the said 
fire department, or the hose belonging to any engine in said 
city, used for the purpose of extinguishing fires, shall on 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, together with the costs of prosecution, and 
in default of the x>ayment of such fine and costs of prosecu- 
tion, within a time to be stated in the sentence of the court, 
to imprisonment in the common jail of Manistee county for 
a term of not exceeding ninety days. 

§ 344. Sec. 4. An •ordinance entitled. "An ordinance to 
protect the hose of the fire department," etc., approved Sep- 
tember 23d, 1873, is hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to the city water works. 

§ 345- Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that it shall 
be unlawful for any person to meddle or interfere with any 
hydrant, stop-cock, stop-gate, valve or stop-boxes, water pipes, 
meter, or any tools or appliances of the city water works, 
except by authority of the board of water commissioners: 
Provided, however, That in case of fire the chief engineer of 
the fire department, or any person Acting under his authority, 
may open or cl6se any hydrant where in his or their judgment 
it may be necessary to do so. 

§ 346,- Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful tor any person to 
commit any nuisance or deposit any substance or matter, 
or do any other act at, or about or near the wells or source 
of water supply of said water works that may tend to make 
such water impure or unwholesome. 

§ 347. Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to de- 
face or injure any buildings or other improvements, or to 
disturb or injure any lawn, grass plot, flowers, vines, bushes 
or trees belonging to the city water department. 

§ 348. Sec. 4. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished by a fine of not 
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more than one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the com- 
mon jail of ^he county of Manistee not exceeding ninety days, 
or both such fine and imprisonment at the discretion of the 
court, and in case such person shall be ordered to pay a fine, 
he may be imprisoned until such fine is paid: Provided, That 
such imprisonment shall not exceed ninety days. 
Approved July 8, 1903. 



AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to keeping children at home after certain hours. 

§ 349. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that from 
the first day of December, 1892^ to the first day of June, 1893, 
and from the first day of September to the first day of June 
in the next succeeding year in each and every year there- 
after, no child tinder the age of fifteen years shall be allowed 
upon the public streets of said city after eight o'clock in 
the evening, and from June first, 1893, to September first 
in each and every year thereafter, after nine o'clock in the 
evening unless accompanied by its parent or guardian or 
some adult person who has it in charge, or unless it has a 
written permit signed by such parent or guardian, showing 
it has been sent by such parent or guardian upon some law- 
ful errand. 

The fire bell of said city shall be tolled at 7:45 p. m. each 
evening from December first, 1892, to June first, 1893, and 
from September first to June first in the next succeeding year 
in each and every year thereafter, and at 8:45 each evening 
from June first, 1893, to September first, 1893, and from 
June first to September first in each and every year there- 
after, as a warning to such children as may be upon said 
streets. Any child under the age above mentioned found 
upon said streets after the hours herein specified unaccom- 
panied by such parent or guardian or adult person and with- 
out such permit shall be liable to arrest and imprisonment. 
It shall be the duty of the city marshal and all policemen to 
apprehend any such child then upon said streets after the 
hours above mentioned who shall not have the written permit 
herein provided for or who shall not be accompanied by such 
parent, guardian or adult person and to detain such child in 
the county jail of Manistee county until the next morning, 
provided the next day is not a legal holiday, then the next 
succeeding day which is not a legal holiday, when such child 
may be taken before any justice of the peace of said city, 
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and if found guilty of a violation of this ordinance, shall be 
liable to a fine of not more than five dollars t6gether with 
the costs of such arrest, detention and prosecution, and in 
default of payment of such fine and costs, to imprisonment 
in said <^ommon jail for a period not to exceed five days. 
Approved November 15, 1892. 



AN ORDINANCE. 

Relative to bicycles. (Amended May 20th, 1896.) 

§ 350. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that it shall 
not be lawful for any person to ride a bicycle upon any of 
the sidewalks of any of the paved streets in said city, as far 
as the said paving extends; nor upon Oak street north of 
Second street; nor upon the sidewalk in front of any school 
house in said city. 

§ 351- Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for any person to ride 
a bicycle on any sidewalk in said city, without having said 
bicycle provided with a bell or horn, and after the hour of 
7:30 in the evening, without having said bicycle provided 
with a light ; nor at a rate of speed faster than six miles an 
hour. 

§ 35^* Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not to exceed ten 
dollars and costs of prosecution, and in default of the pay- 
ment of such fine and costs, by imprisonment in the county 
jail of Manistee county, for a term not exceeding twenty days. 

Approved July 7, 1894. 



AN ORDINANCE 

For the protection of bicycles. 

§ 353. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, That it shall 
be unlawful for any person to throw, or in any manner, plaoe 
any tacks, nails, spikes, wire, bottles, or glass on any street, 
alley or bridge in said city. 

§ 354- Sec, 2. No person shall be guilty of wilfully cut- 
ting or puncturing the tire of any bicycle, or wilfully marring, 
defacing or in any manner injuring any bicycle belonging 
to another, at any place in said city. 

§ 355. Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions 
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of this ordinance shall, on conviction thereof, be punished 
by paying a fine not exceeding fifty dollars together with costs 
of prosecution,, or by imprisonment in the jail of Manistee 
county for a term not exceeding sixty days, and in default 
of the payment of any- fine or costs imposed under this ordi- 
nance the defendant may be imprisoned in the county jail 
aforesaid for a term to be stated in the sentence of the courts 
but not to exceed the term of sixty days. 
Approved August 3, 1897. 



AN ORDINANCE 

Providing for the destruction of noxious weeds. 

The City of Manistee ordains as follows: 

§ 356- Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of every owner, occu- 
pant or other person having charge of lands within the City 
of Manistee, to cut down, or cause to be cut down, all noxious 
weeds growing thereupon, or on lands between the center of 
any street, alley or highway passing through or adjacent 
to the same, in each and every year so often as shall be 
suflScient to prevent said noxious weeds from going to seed. 

§ 357. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the city marshal 
and policemen of said City of Manistee to notify any owner, 
occupant or other person having charge of any lands within 
the City of Manistee whereon or adjacent to which on any 
street, alley or highway are growing any noxious weeds, to 
cut down, or cause to be cut down, any such noxious weeds, 
and in case of the failure of such owner or occupant to cut 
or cause to be cut down any such noxious weeds for a period 
of five days from and after such notice, it shall be the duty 
of any officer to make complaint of such violation of this 
ordinance to a justice of the peace of said city, who shall 
forthwith. issue a warrant for the arrest of any such offender. 

§ 358. Sec. 3. In case any owner, occupant or person 
having charge ol said land, shall refuse or neglect to cut 
down or cause to be cut down any such noxious weeds after 
notice as herein provided, or in case of unoccupied lands 
within said City of Manistee, owned by non-residents, or 
whose owner may not he known or cannot be found, upon 
which are found growing any noxious weeds, it shall be law- 
furfor the officers or employes of said City of Manistee to* 
enter upon any such land where said noxious weeds are 
growing and to cause the same to be cut down and destroyed, 
and the expense therefor shall be made a charge upon said 
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land and assessed against the same and collected the same 
as other taxes are assessed and collected within said City 
of Manistee. 

§ 359* Sec. 4. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall on conviction thereof be punished by 
a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars nor less than three 
dollars for each offense, together with costs of prosecution, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail for Manistee county for 
a term not exceeding twenty days; and in default of the 
payment of any fine or costs imposed under this ordinance, 
the defendant may be imprisoned in the county jail of Manis- 
tee county for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

Approved September 2, 1903. 



AN ORDINANCE 

To prohibit the sale or use of certain firearms, crackers and 
fireworks within the City of Manistee. 

The City of Manistee ordains as follows: 

§ 360. Sec. 1. That hereafter it shall be unlawful for any 
person within the City of Manistee to shoot or discharge any 
gun, revolver, pistol or firearm of any kind or description, 
whether loaded with powder and ball or shot, loaded or blank 
cartridges, so called, or any kind of explosives whatever, or 
to shoot or discharge any preparation of chlorate of potash, 
mixture of sulphur and saltpeter, or other dangerous explo- 
sives, or any toy cannon, loaded anvils or similar devices, or 
any giant or cannon crackers or any firecrackers exceeding 
four inches in length, or any kind of fireworks or explosives 
whatever, dangerous to persons or property, and all such 
acts are hereby prohibited. 

§ 361. Sec. 2. That hereafter it shall be pnlawful for any 
person or dealer therein, at any time during sixty days next 
preceding the fifth day of July each year, to sell, expose or 
offer for sale, or in any manner furnish or dispose of to any 
resident of the City of Manistee, to any other person for use in 
said city, or to any minor person at any time, any blank car- 
tridge, pistol or revolver, or any blank cartridges or any other 
explosives, fire crackers or fireworks, the use of which is 
prohibited in section one of this ordinance, and all such acts 
are hereby prohibited. 

§ 363. Sec. 3. Any person who shall violate any of the 
terms or provisions of this ordinance, shall upon conviction 
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thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than three dollars 
or more than fifty dollars, for each offense, together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of the payment of any 
fine or costs imposed under this ordinance, the defendant 
may be imprisoned in the county jail for Manistee county for 
a term to be stated in the sentence of the court, and not to 
exceed the term of sixty, days. 
^ Approved November 4, 1903. 



AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to drays, hacks and vehicles employed and used in 
drawing and conveying property and persons for hire and 
the license thereof. 

The City of Manistee ordains as follows: 

§ 363. Sec. 1. No person or persons shall use or cause to 
be used, or keep on the streets of the City of Manistee any 
hack, cab, omnibus, dray or other like vehicle, for the car- 
riage of goods, merchandise, or other property, or for the 
transportation of passengers, for hire, without first obtaining 
a license therefor from the Council of said city so to do. 

§ 364. Sec. 2. (Amended June 5, 1900.) The owner or 
driver of every hack, cab, omnibus, or other like vehicle psed 
for carrying passengers for hire, shall psiy into the city 
treasury the sum of one dollar each year for each vehicle 
so owned or driven by him, before such license shall be 
granted, and the owner or driver of each dray or other vehi- 
cles used for carrying goods, wares, merchandise or other 
property for hire shall pay into the city treasury each year 
the sum of five dollars for each single dray or vehicle, and 
the sum of eight dollars for each double dray or vehicle, 
before such license shall be granted. Each license so granted 
shall be numbered in the order in which the same is issued 
and the persons receiving the same shall thereupon cause 
his or their names and the number of his or their license 
to be painted in large plain letters and figures in a con- 
spicuous place upon the vehicles so licensed. 

§ 365. Sec. 3. No dray or other vehicle used as a public 
dray, while not in actual use for draying purposes, shall 
stand upon any public street of said city unless the owner 
or driver thereof first obtains permission from the owner or 
occupant of the building or premises in front of which such 
drav or other vehicle shall stand. And such owner or driver 
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shall cease to occupy the street in front of such building or 
premises after such permission shall have l)een revoked by the 
owner or occupant of such building or premises. 

§ 366. Sec. 4. The owners, or drivers or conductors of 
any vehicle licensed under this ordinance for the carriage 
of passengers shall be entitled to charge the following rates 
of fares and no more, except by special contract previously 
made: For carrying such passenger to or from any railroad,, 
hotel or steamboat landing to or from any point within said 
city, not exceeding twenty-five cents. 

For carrying such passenger within said city and not to 
or from any railroad depot, hotel, or steamboat landing one 
and one-half miles or under, not to exceed twenty-five cents, 
and for a greater distance than one and one-half miles, not 
to exceed fifty cents. Children under five years of age in 
charge of another person, handbags, satchels, carpetbags and 
valises in charge of persons being conveyed shall be carried 
free. For carrying each trunk or piece of baggage weighing 
one hundred pounds or less, the same price may be charged 
as fop earrjring a passenger having charge of the same, and 
for carrying any heavier pieces of baggage, ten cents for 
each additional one hundred pounds or fraction thereof. 

§ 367. Sec. 5. Cartmen, draymen, and owners or drivers 
of vehicles having a license for the carriage of goods, wares, 
or merchandise and other property in this city shall be 
entitled to the following fees and charges for their services 
and no more, except by special contract previously ma<le, 
for conveying any load to any point within the city limits 
not to exceed seventy-five cents, and for a distance of oae 
mile or less within said city, not to exceed fifty cents; and 
for conveying each trunk or piece of baggage weighing one 
hundred pounds or less to or from any railroad depot, hotel 
or steamboat landing to or from any point in said city not to 
exceed twenty-five cents and ten cents for each additional 
one hundred pounds or* fraction thereof. 

§ 368. Sec. 6. Any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions or requirements of this ordinance, on convictioa 
thereof shall be puni&hed by a fine of not more than twenty- 
five dollars and costs of prosecution, and in default of the 
payment of such fine and costs may be imprisoned in the 
Manistee county jail for a period not to exceed thirty days. 

§ 369. Sbc. 7. All ordinances in conflict with the provi- 
sions hereof are hereby repealed.

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AN ORDINANCE 

Relative to dray and vehicle stands. 

§ 370. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that the 
west side of Maple street between River and First streets, 
in the City of Manistee, is hereby made and established as a 
public dray and vehicle stand. 

§ 371. Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for the owner or 
person in charge of any dray or other vehicle whatsoever, 
kept for use or hire in the transportation of persons or 
property, within the said City of Manistee, to stand except 
when actually employed, upon any of th6 streets alleys, 
lanes or other public places, except at the public dray and 
vehicle stand established in section oije of this ordinance. 

§ 372. Sec. 3. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
ten dollars together with costs of prosecution, and in default 
of payment of such fine and costs, by imprisonment in the 
county jail of Manistee county for a term not exceeding 
twenty days. ' 

Approved June 20, 1894. 



AN ORDINANCE 

To regulate solicitors for passengers. 

§ 373. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that it shall 
not be lawful for any person, while standing at a greater 
distance than four feet from his vehicle, to solicit any pas- 
senger to take a hack, cab, coach, omnibus or any other vehi- 
cle to be conveyed to any part of the city. 

§ 374. Sec. 2. Any person soliciting in a loud and boister- 
ous manner the conveyance of passenger or passengers to or 
from any dock or depot within the city limits, shall be deemed 
to have broken the peace. 

§ 375- Sec. 3. Any person who shall have violated the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be liable to pay a fine of 
not less than five dollars or more than fifty dollars, together 
with the costs of prosecution, and in default of the payment 
of such fine and cost of prosecution, to imprisonment in the 
county jail for a term not exceeding thirty days.

§ 376. Sec. 1. It is hereby ordained by the Common 
Council of the City of Manistee; Michigan, that no person 
shall drive any vehicle or conveyance. whatsoevei% nor any 
animal over the swing bridge across the Manistee river, or 
over the approa(^hes to said bridge, faster than a walk. 

§ 377- Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine 
not exceeding ten dollars, together with the costs of prose- 
cution, and in default of the payment of such fine and cost 
of prosecution, within a time to be stated in the sentence of 
the court, to imprisonment in the county jail of Manistee 
county for a period not exceeding ten days.

Relative to shade and ornamental trees. 

The City of Manistee ordains: 

§ 37^- Sec. 1. No person or persons shall plant any shade 
or ornamental trees on the sidewalks of any streets of the 
City of Manistee, within ten (10) feet of the property line, or 
allow the foliage, branches or limbs to hang less than nine 
(9) feet from the established grade of the walk. 

§ 379- Sec. 2. No person shall plant in any street, alley, 
highway or public grounds of said city, any trees known as 
the Lombardy poplar or other trees of like tendency to bury 
their roots so far in the ground as to be a nuisance to any 
sewer therein. All such trees hereafter planted shall be 
forthwith removed by the Street Commissioner of said city. 

§ 380. Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction thereof pay a fine of not less 
than five (?5.00) dollars nor more than twenty-five (f25.00) 
dollars, and in default of the payment of the fine imposed, 
shall be imprisoned in the county jail for twenty (20) days. 

§ 381. Sec. 4. An ordinance entitled, "An ordinance rela- 
tive to shade and ornamental trees," approved May 23, 1888^ 
is hereby repealed. 

Approved August 3, 1899. 
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AN ORDINANCE 

To provide for preferring charges and trying the same against 
Aldermen and elective oflScers of the City of Manistee, and 
to expel from office any elective oiBcer of the City of Man- 
istee when charges are sustained. 

§ 382. Sec. 1. The City of Manistee ordains, that all 
charges of corruption, bribery, misfeasances, and malfeas- 
ance of office against, or on the part of any alderman, or 
elective officer of the City of Manistee, shall be preferred in 
writing by the person or persons making the same, and shall 
specifically set forth, particularly and in detail, the charge 
or charges complained of, giving the time when, and the 
place where said unlawful act or acts against any of the 
elective officers of the City of Manistee are alleged to have 
been committed or omitted, and shall flle the same with the 
city clerk of the City of Manistee, whose duty it shall be to 
present and read the same to the city council on its first 
special or regular meeting thereafter. 

§ 383. Sec. 2. Whenever any charges are preferred in 
writing against any alderman or any elective officer of the 
City of Manistee and presented to the city council as pro- 
vided in section one (1) of this ordinance, it shall be the duty 
of the mayor (when not directly interested) to appoint a com- 
mittee of three of the aldermen of the city council, to in- 
vestigate the charges set forth in the complaint filed and 
presented to the city council, and for that purpose the chair- 
man of said committee shall administer necessary oaths to, 
and compel the attendance of witnesses to testify before them, 
and shall have the same power therefor as is conferred on 
justices of the peace. 

§ 384. Sec. 3. Whenever the mayor shall be directly in- 
terested in any charges preferred against any alderman or 
elective officer of the City of Manistee, then the mayor pro 
tem. shall appoint the committee as provided in section two 
<2) of this ordinance. 

§ 385. Sec. 4. Whenever a committee is appointed to in- 
vestigate charges as provided in the preceding sections of 
this ordinance, it shall be their duty to issue a summons or 
citation to the alderman or elective officer of the City of 
Manistee, against whom charges have been preferred, citing 
him or them to appear before said committee and make 
defense thereto, within six days from the time of the service 
of said summons or citation upon him or them ; the summons 
or citations shall be served by the city marshal or chief 
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of police or any policeman of the City of Manistee, together 
with a copy of the written charges preferred against him or 
them, the officer serving the same shall make return of the 
place, ,time and manner of serving the same. 

§ 386. Sec. 5. The said investigating committee shall 
have full power to secure the services of the city attorney, 
and a stenographer to assist them in investigating charges 
preferred to the city council against any of the said elective 
officers and may incur such other expenses in connection with 
such investigation as to them shall be deemed necessary, and 
the city council shall audit and pay the same as other claims 
against the city. 

§ 387. ^Bc. 6. Such committee after making investigation 
as provided in this ordinance shall make their final report 
to the city council after the completion thereof, and if the 
charges investigated by them are reported sustained, the per- 
son or persons against whom they are made may be expelled 
by a two-thirds vote of all the aldermen elect, and the office 
held by him or them shall be (by the mayor or mayor pro 
tem.) declared vacant. 

§ 388, Sec. 7. All ordinances inconsistent or in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed.
